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TWO U. S. DESTROYERS SINK 
U-BOAT IN TWILIGHT FIGHT 


+ WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
-— Destruction of a U-boat by 
American destroyers in a twilight 
fight lasting more than an hour in 
the Mediterranean was announced 
by the Navy tonight. 

The submarine fought back 
with its deck guns after the de- 
stroyer which made the first at- 
tack threw its searchlight on the 
surfaced submarine. But the de- 
stroyer opened fire with its main 
batteries and put the German 
guns out of action. Another de- 
stroyer joined in the attack with 
guns and depth charges until 
smoke from the shells began to 
obscure the target. 

“The gunfire was so effective,” 
the Navy said, “that. the subma- 
rine was in dire difficulty and the 
destroyers abandoned their. plan 
to ram it.” An hour and twenty 
minutes after the engagement 
started the submarine went down 
stern first still held in the beam

Victims of West Virginia Explo> 
sion Were Fighting Fire— 
Half Acre Torn Up. 
SHINNSTON, W. Va., —S 24 
(AP).—An underground fire gen- 
erating poisonous and explosive 
gases barred the way tonight to 
the bodies of 16 men killed in an 
early-morning mine blast while

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CASSINO FIGHTING GOES ON

Nazi Tanks Make Thrusts at Anzio—Libera- 
tors Bomb Rail Yards at Rimini 
and Ancona.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS,

Allied heavy guns have been 
searching out forming-up points 
being used by the Germans in 
their defense, including the colos- 
seum and nearby amphitheater. 
The first day’s attack which 
followed the heavy bombing of 
Cassino March 15 left the Ger- 
mans holding approximately one- 
quarter of the town—the quarter 
centered about the Continental 
Hotel and the exit from the town 
on the road leading around Mon- 
astery Hill.

SYSTEM BARS HIM 
FROM DOMINATION 


Each Person Serves Five 
Years Under Staggered 
Terms — Occasional 
Disputes Ironed Out.

BUFFALO, N. Y., March 25 — 
Buffalo, one of the large cities 
with a smal] school board appoint- 
ed by the Mayor, whose system is 
mentioned in support of such a 
plan for improved administration 
of the St. Louis schools, has 
watched its arrangement function 
successfully for 28 years. 

The St. Louis proposal would 
cut the Board of Education from 
12 members to seven, chosen by 
the Mayor on recommendation of 
a qualified civic committee and 
subject to recall at the hands of 
the voters in the game way the 
Missouri judicial selection system 
works. In Buffalo, there has been 
a five-member appointive board 
since 1916 and, since 1928, the 
appointments have been subject to 
confirmation by a majority vote 
of the Common Council of 15 
members. In both cities the su- 
perintendent is named by the 
board for a definite term, at fixed 
salary. 
All but a few of the appointees 
of the Buffalo Board of Education 
in the last 28 years have been 
men and women who have made 
their marks in the community as 
able citizens, well fitted for their 
duty. The occasional exceptions 
have never been sufficient in num- 
ber to constitute a majority of the 
board. ‘ 

32 Changes ,in 28 Years. 

Mayor Joseph J. Kelly, now in 
office, and five predecessors have 
been called on to make 32 changes 
en personnel of the board since its 
establishment. There have been 
occasional controversies between 
the mayors and the board mem- 
bers, but never one of sufficient 
moment to upset the appointive 
system. 

To prevent any mayor from dom- 
inating the board, the State stat- 
ute establishing the present sys- 
tem provided for staggered terms 
of five years each, with one mem- 
ber chosen annually in May. Since 
adoption of a new city charter in 
1928, the Mayor himself has been 
limited to a single four-year term. 
Hence the Mayor cannot attain a 
majority of his own appointees on 
the board until May of his third 
year in office and he could never 
get to pick the entire member- 
ship except through deaths or 
resignations, 

The 1928 charter, which cre- 
ated the present Common Coun- 
cil, introduced the requirement for 
Council confirmation of the ap- 
pointments. Mayor Kelly is a 
Democrat, while there is a 14-to-1 
Republican majority in the coun- 
cil, so that the Mayor is forced to 
pick for the Board of Education 
persons of such caliber that the 
politically antagonistic council 
has no choice but to confirm, 

All Faiths Represented. 

By a custom each Mayor has 
followed, now amounting to an 
unwritten rule, the membership is 
divided so as to include always 
two Protestants, two Catholics and 
one Jew, and it is also customary 
always to have one woman mem- 
ber. This pattern diminishes sub- 
stantially the pressure from con- 
flicting groups when a vacancy 

urs 


occurs. 

In the decade of the 1920s, the 
school board, stimulated by a two- 
term Mayor whose administration 
led to the 1928 bar on consecutive 
mayoral terms, embarked on an 
extensive building program. It 
adopted the deve of executive 
sessions at the same time. With 
press and public barred from the 
board meetings, rumors soon cir- 
culated widely that the board was 
engaged in site purchases and 
construction contracts which ex- 
plained the desire for privacy. 
The public outcry was so loud 
that the executive sessions were 
dropped, and they have never been 
resumed. 

Under New York law, the school 
superintendent has ai é six-year 
term, and the board customarily 
gives him a contract assuring his 
salary in that period. Twelve 
years ago an investigation by the 
board uncovered evidence of such 
irregularities in the business man- 
agement as split vouchers, over- 
purchases and favoritism to cer- 
tain vendors. The board decided 
against renewal of the superin- 
dentent’s contract, but in the 
meantime a new Mayor, friendly 
te him, was elected.

Board Members Divided in Opinion 
On Plan to Reform School Control 


A Few Definitely Favor Proposals, Others 
Voice No Outright Opposition but Do 
Not Look Favorably on Idea. 


A canvass by the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday showed that opinion was 
sharply divided among present 
members of the St. Louis Board of 
Education over the plan for re- 
form of the school management. 
A few members committed them- 
selves clearly for it, but it was ap- 
parent that the board’s opinion 
was not fully crystallized. 

Although no outright complete 
opposition was voiced, it seemed 
obvious that some of the members 
who would not commit themselves 
did not look favorably on the pro- 
posal. Two members, James J. 
Fitzgerald and William Schu- 


-macher, declined to comment on 


it. One member, Dr. Hegbert O. 
Winterer, was reported out of the 
city. 
All nine of the other members 
asserted that they favored a “real 
merit system,” which was one 
point of the proposal. 

The plan contemplates reduction 
of the board from 12 members to 
seven. Six members gave genera 
approval to this, as follows: Fre 
H. Beck, John A. Fieischli, Mrs. 
Irma H. Friede, Dr. Rudolph Hof- 
meister, the Rev. C. Oscar John- 
son, Hugo Wurdack, Mrs. Friede 
and Dr. Hofmeister were inclined 
to prefer a board of nine. Presi- 
dent J. Harry Pohlman, Charles J. 
Dyer and Dr. Francis C, Sullivan 
were noncommittal. . ; 
Opinion on Appointment System. 

Another feature of the plan is 
for appointment of the members 
by the Mayor, with ratification or 
rejection by the voters subse- 
quently, in the same way the Mis- 
souri judicial system operates. 
Only three were in general favor 
of this—Beck, Fleischli and Wur- 
dack. Mrs, Friede and Dr. Hof- 
meister were opposed to it. Mrs. 
Friede’s brother, former Circuit 
Judge Fred J. Hoffmeister, is a 
member of the Judicial Commis- 
sion elected by St. Louis lawyers 
to make nominations for appoint- 
ment by the Governor of Judges 
here. 


Dyer, Dr. Johnson, Pohlman and 
Dr. Sullivan were undecided. Dyer 
said he could not see that the ap- 
pointive system “would help any” 
or improve the caliber of mem- 
bership. : 


Pohlman Statement, 

President Pohlman issued the 
following formal statement: 

“For a quarter of a century, 
every sincere effort to safeguard 
and to advance the interests of 
our public schools has had my 
active co-operation. It is so now. 
I am mindful of the many years’ 
service the Post-Dispatch has 
given in support of our public 
schools. It is quite possible that 
from the present suggestions some 
practical and desirable advance- 
ments may be made. The best 
thought of the community, guided 
by full information from the field 
of practice in past years, is de- 
sirable and necessary, 

“I believe I am in accord with 
public conviction throughout the 
nation that public school affairs 
must be kept entirely free of city 
government. I am not persuaded 
that the public schools, organized 
to educate the American people 
in the democratic way of life, 
should or can consistently be re- 
moved from the direct control of 
all the people themselves. 

“The number of members on the 
school rd, safeguards pertain- 
ing to their election, the scope of 
their functions, and procedures 
of operation, all may well receive 
the fullest scrutiny and public 
consideration at all times, The 
present is no _ exception. 

“IT do @ant to say that our 
teachers, our officers, and our 
other employes, are doing a won- 
derful job in maintaining our 
schools at a high level of service 
in spite of severe handicaps due 
to world-wide social and econom- 
ical upheavals affecting schools 
and their businesses just as they 
affect every other phase of pub- 
lic effort, of private business, and 
of family life.”

Education was created by legisla- 
tive act, the schools were admin- 
istered by a superintendent elected 
every four years by the people. 
Thus the superintendent had to 
keep in the good graces of the 
electorate and of the bosses of the 
dominant political party. While 
the last superintendent chosen 
under that system ranked highly 
as an educator and the Repub- 
lican leader in power at the time 
was well regarded, citizens con- 
cerned over the future of the 
schools recognized an inherent 
danger in the system. They 
formed the Public School League,

The meticulous reinspection job 


“| was started yesterday by 10 of- 


ficers assig. 1 from the Army Air 
Forces Material Command Head- 
quarters at Wright Field, Dayton, 
O., and 21. civilian inspectors 
brought here from various assign- 
ments in the Seventh (Midwest) 
Procurement District. 
Production Halted. 

All production work at the two 
plants has been suspended since 
discovery of the unsuitable steel, 
and work will not be resumed un- 
til completion of the reinspection 
task, which is being directed by 
Lt. Col. W. H. Frederick Jr., of- 
ficer in charge of the St. Louis 
area office of the Procurement 
District. 

R. Robert Feld of 8932 St, Louis 
avenue, St. John’s Station, a civil- 
ian inspector employed by the 
Army at the Anheuser-Busch 
plant, is credited with alertness 
in discovering the: defective steel 
and ordering an immediate chem- 
ical analysis to ascertain the exact 
tensile strength of the question- 
able metal. 

Hig action set in motion more 
than the thorough reinspéction at 
the two plants. About 200 troop- 
carrying gliders assembled by 
Robertson and by Commonwealth 
Aircraft Corporation of Kansas 
City, Kan., have been grounded 
for careful rechecking, and: the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
is looking into the source of the 
unsuitable steel to determine 
whether it reached the Anheuser- 
Busch plant through carelessness 
or through a deliberate attempt 
by someone to defraud the Gov- 
ernment by falsely certifying the 
metal, 

Suspicion Aroused, 

Feld told the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday he became suspicious of 
the quality of the steel last Feb. 
21 when a foreman told him that 
several welders, engaged in join- 
ing tail assembly tubing to fuse- 
lage tubing, were complaining 
that the new steel “wouldn’t hold 
a weld.” Feld made a quick visual 
inspection of the dubious material 
and then ordered the chemical 
analysis of several samples. 

After reporting his action to 
Lyle H. Whitlock, the Army Air 
Forces inspector-in-charge at the 
St. Louis area Progurement Of- 
fice, Feld halted work in the 
welding shop. When the labora- 
tory report on the steel was re- 
ceived Feb. 26, the suspicions of 
Feld and Whitlock were con- 
firmed: the steel contained at 
least four times more sulphur 
than specifications permitted. As 
a consequence, the steel lacked 
the requisite strength.. Actually, 
Feld said, “that steel was weaker 
than the weld.” 

In the opinion of both Feld and 
Whitlock the steel, while wholly 
unsuitable for the use in a glider 
frame, probably was not so weak 
as to endanger the life of anyone 
flying a craft containing any of 
the metal. “That steel probably 
would have held up all right,” 
Feld said. “I don’t believe the 
tubing would have snapped. But 
the main point is it wasn’t up to 
specifications.” 

It was a Robertson glider that 
crashed at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
last Aug. 1, carrying to their death 
10 persons, including Mayor Wil- 
liam Dee Becker and Maj, William 
B. Robertson, founder*and presi- 
dent of the aircraft concern. In- 
vestigation later revealed that the

Kirby Explains Civil Serv- 
ice Commission Will 
Not Comment on ‘Hos- 
tile Statement.’

The city’s Civil Service Commis- 
sion, in a statement issued yes- 
terday by Chairman Daniel N. 
Kirby, declared that it had no 
feud with Comptroller Louis Nol- 
te. To prove this, the six-para- 
graph statement ended with these 
words: ; 

“The commission refrains from 
commenting upon the critical hos- 
tile tone of the Comptroller's 
published article, or the many er- 
roneous statements therein con- 
tained.” | 

The “article” was Nolte’s state- 
iment, read Thursday before the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, charging Thor W. Bruce, 
acting Personnel Director, with 
“wilfully and deliberately” pur- 
suing a policy which Nolte 
termed “reckless and unauthorized 
expenditure of city funds.” Bruce 
had previously charged Nolte with 
showing hostility to the municipal 
merit system, 

Kirby’s statement said the com- 
mission had sought to co-operate 
with other departments of the 
city government; that most de- 
partment heads had reciprocated; 
and that the commission “refuses” 
to take, part in any quarrel with 
another department head.” 

Kirby said the commission had 
found acting Director Bruce “a 
man of the highest character, 
wholly competent, completely 
trustworthy and most diligent,” 
and that he had consulted the 
commission as to all questions of 
policy. Of Nolte, and of the com- 
mission’s future policy toward 
him, the chairman said: 

“The members of the commis- 
sion recognize the great value of 
services heretofore rendered to the 
city during many years, by the 
Comptroller. Yet it is a fact, 
shown by court records and gen- 
erally known, that since the Civil 
Service Commissioners took of- 
fice, the Comptroller has, among 
other things, contended that he 
has the same power of contro! 
over the expenditures of city funds 
by the Department of Personnel, 
that he exercises over all other 
departments of the city. The 
courts held that the Comptroller 
has-no power arbitrarily to con- 


mission or Director in operating 
the Department of Personnel. 
“The Commissioners regard it 
as their duty to see that the De- 
partment of Personnel continues 
to exist, that all of the services 
to the city and to its classified 
employes, that are contemplated 
by the City Charter, are rendered, 
and that the department receives 
from the city adequate funds. 
This duty the Commissioners will 
earnestly endeavor to perform, no 
matter who may oppose such ef- 
forts. ; 
“The Director must have ade- 
quate funds and personnel to ad- 
minister the departmet. The com- 
mission will see that he is given 
a full and fair opportunity to 
demonstrate his ability to further 
install and to operate the Depart- 
ment of Personnel.”

The prize-winning design for 
the proposed $25,000 World War 
II Memorial, to be erected in 
Memorial Plaza opposite the pres- 
ent Soldiers’ Memorial, is the 
work of Eugene J; Mackay Jr., an 
assistant professor of architecture 
at Washington University, the 
memorial committee announced 
yesterday. 

Mackay’s design, based on a 
motif sslected following a pre- 
liminary competition, embodies a 
sunken court arrangement,/ with 
a 37-foot shaft at one end, which

AUNT PLANS TO ADOPT 
BOY WHO WAS BEATEN 


Says She Will Confer With 
Authorities on. Course to 
Follow. 


Miss Ida Anderson, whose 3- 
year-old nephew, Vernon Bollin- 
ger, is in City Hospital suffering 
the effects of a beating inflicted 


by the man with whom his moth- 
er was living, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday she planned to 
file adoption proceedings to gain 
custody of the child, 

Miss Anderson, who lives at 
3155A Cherokee street, is the sis- 
ter of Vernon’s father, Seaman 
Christie Bollinger, on duty with 
the Navy in the South Pacific. 
She said she would confer with 
Juvenile Court authorities this 
week to determine the best pro- 
cedure to follow in seeking the 
adoption, 

While Vernon was surrounded 
in his bed with toys and gifts 
sent him by sympathic persons in 


Bollinger’s only recourse would be 
to sue for divorce. During the 
proceedings, Cochran learned, the 
allotment would be suspended. If 
the decree were refused, the ac- 
crued payment would go to his 
wife, but if it were granted, the 
payment would go to him. 

Warrants were issued yesterday 
charging Mrs. Bollinger and Jo- 
seph Canzoneri, the man with

STRIKING GARBAGE 
MEN THREATENED 
WITH DISMISSAL 


Walkout Unauthorized, 
Says Official — Collec- 
tions Are Halted in 
Part of City. 


Arthur C. Meyers, Director of 
Streets and Sewers, said last night 
he would dismiss 41 garbage truck 
drivers and 82 collectors unless 
they return to work tomo 
morning. The drivers and collec- 
tors went on strike yesterday in 
protest against the dismissal of a 
foreman for alleged insubordina- 
tion. The strike halted garbage 
collections in the city. 

“IT have been advised,” Meyers 
said, “that the strike was not au- 
thorized by the union and is ille- 
gal. Garbage must be collected as 
a health and sanitary measure, If 
the men do not return to work 
Monday morning, others will be 
requested from the Personnel De- 
partment to fill all vacancies.” 

Meyers said he had received no 
demands from the striking em- 
ployes and their union, CIO State, 
County and Municipal Workers of 
Ameriea, had not communicated 
with him. Efforts to reach union 
members were unsuccessful, but 
Oscar Ehrhardt, secretary of the 


_CIO Council, said a representa- 


tive of the unjon had told him the 
strike was unauthorized by the In- 
ternational Union. 

Collection of garbage in North 
St. Louis was halted yesterday, 
Meyers said, and collections in 
South St. Louis tomorrow are like- 
ly to be curtailed unless the men 
return to work. 

The schedule of collections, 
Meyers explained, is the southern 
part of the city each Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday, and the 
northern section of the city each 
Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday. 

Although Meyers said he had 
received no information from the 
strikers, he was informed the men 
left their jobs because William 
Hicks, Negro, was dismissed three 
weeks ago for allegedly refusing 
to carry out orders given him by 
EKdward Ward, Negro, superin- 
tendent of the disposal plant at 
3834 Forest Park avenue. 

Hicks, whose salary was $170 a 
month, appealed the dismissal to 
the Civil Service Commission and 
a partial hearing was held. The 
next scheduled hearing was post- 
poned because of the illness of 
Hicks’ attorney, Victor B. Harris, 
and a third hearing date was set 
for last Friday. On that day As- 
sociate City Counselor George 
Stemmler, representing the city, 
requested and was granted an- 
other postponement because of 
illness. °

MEN ABOVE 25 ORDERED 
DRAFTED IN TURN AS BEFOR 


Boards Directed to Speed Up Review of 
Younger Eligibles but Call 
Older Ones Also. 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
— S$Speeded-up draft. machinery 
pushed men 25 and under closer 
to Army service tonight, but it 
meant no lessening of the induc- 
tion pace for eligibles beyond 
that age. 

Local boards were ‘directed to 
review younger men first, but 
draft officials said men over 25 
who have any sort of occupational 
deferments will move right along 
on the selective service assembly 
line when that deferment expires. 

Some of them will be given new 
deferments, especially those in 
agriculture where irreplaceable 
men are protected by law. But 
all will be considered anew when 
their present deferments expire. 

Manpower Chairman Paul V. 
McNutt today gave Government 
agencies until next Wednesday to 
assemble information on the de- 
ferment needs of the industries 
under their jurisdiction to set in 
motion the call-up of young work- 
ers. The requests will be con- 
sidered by representatives of the 
War Production Board, Army, 
Navy, Selective Service, Office of 
Defense Transportation and other 
claimant agencies for man power. 

McNutt told the agencies the 
new program intends to send the 
armed forces “all the able-bodied 
men in this age group (22 through 
25) and to limit deferments only 
to those who &re irreplaceable.”

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DOCTORS URGE WATER 
AS TONIC FOR AGED 


Diets Heavy in Vitamins Also 
Approved to Retard 
Ailments. 


Plenty of drinking water and a 
diet heavy in vitamin content re- 
ceived approval yesterday from 
distinguished physicians and re- 
search specialists as tonics to re- 
tard the progress of ailments of 


age. 

The doctors, in a rand table 
discussion that closed’ two-day 
symposium on degenerative dis- 
eases, agreed that most people 
drink too little water and that a 
vitamin-supplemented diet, even 
though the vitamin content ex- 
ceeds what is considered essential, 
offers considerable benefit. 

New evidence, discrediting the 
idea that the body dries up with 
age, points to the fact that tissues 
become water-logged as senility 
increases. In answer to a question 
put by Dr. E. V. Cowdry, pro- 
fessor of anatomy at Washington 
University and director of re- 
search at Barnard Free Skin and 
Cancer Hospital, Dr. William J. 
Kerr, professor of medicine at 
the University of California, said 
that he prescribes two glasses of 
warm water before breakfast as 
a routine procedure. 

At the final session two Wash- 
ington University School of Medi- 
cine pathologists read papers, Dr. 
Leo Loeb, in discussing hormone 
actions in relation to the aging 
process, advanced the theory that 
cancer, which causes the death of 
more than 10 per cent of the popu- 
lation, results from the cumula- 
tive effect of stimuli on cells. 

He reviewed the differences in 
body response to cancer among 
young and old age groups, the 
higher frequency occurring among 
older people. Vital statistics show 
that almost 17. per cent of the 
deaths among those in their six- 
ties are attributable to cancer. 

“The life span which we think 
of for human beings may not 
really be the life span at all,” Dr. 
John A. Saxton declared at the 


conclusion of his report on ex-{ g 


periments concerning the influ- 
ence of nutrition on longevity. 
Dr, Saxton, in his research over 
a period of years, retarded de- 
velopment and growth in a group 
of rats by feeding them a diet 
adequate in vitamins, yet de- 
ficient in calories. The rats, with 
a normal life span of 600 days, 
‘lived approximately twice as long

bureaucracy, propaganda and ‘‘the 


threat that our nation will be con- 
trolled by the Marxist philosophy.” 
Wants Red-Tape Government. 
“IT don’t want a streamlined 
government,” Smith said, “I want 
a red-tape government. The pur- 
pose of government is not to pre- 
serve the government but the lib- 
erty of the people. We need less 
government and more liberty in 
this country. I don’t believe in a 
strong-man government, but in a 
government of humble men. There 
are 100,000 men in the United 
States qualified to be President. 


“If we have reached the stage 
where only one out of 130 million 
persons is fit to be President we 
might as well say that our repub- 
lic has blown up. We need less 
President and more Congress.” 

Smith asserted that if the Re- 
publicans would cover Missouri 
with speeches such as he was mak- 
ing “every New Deal bureaucrat 
in the State would be defeated,” 
and declared that “I am a bad 
man because I say what you all 
want to say but you haven't got 
the guts to say it.” 


His long address, which included 
criticism of Wendell L. Willkie as 
“the Tweedledee” to President 
Roosevelt's “Tweedledum,” con- 
tained uncomplimentary personal

(AP) —For the second time in a 
week, Alan Ford, Yale's great 
swimmer, raced the 100-yard free 
style in world’s record time of 
49.7 seconds tonight as he became 
the National Collegiate A. A.’s 
first triple champion since 1936. 

The performance of the 20-year- 
old rusty-haired rocket from Bal- 
boa, Canal Zone, won him the 
American Swimming Coaches’ As- 
sociation’s award as the best col- 
lege swimmer of the year and 
sparked Yale to the team crown 
after a hard-fought battle with the 
University of Michigan, 39 to 38 
points. 

Ford, the Balboa Bullet, won his 
specialty by nearly six yards, with 
Mert Church of Michigan provid- 
ing what opposition there was. 
The Elis’ ace was off with the 
gun, picked up a yard at the 25- 
yard turn, doubled it at the half- 
way mark and high pressured the 
final lap. 

By winning the century, 50-yard 
free style and 150-yard backstroke 
——the latter two last night—Yale’s 
phenom equalled the “triple” 
scored by Jack Medica of the Uni- 
versity of Washington in 1986 and 
by Al Schwartz of Northwestern 
in 1930. 

Earlier today, Ford breezed in 
the victor in the 100-yard free 
style trials in 0:51.2, which was a 
new N. C. A. A. standard, but 
pales compared with tonight's 
spectacular feat. 

In a thrilling renewal of their 
previous night's battle, Keo Na- 
kama, Ohio State’s captain from 
Hawali, nabbed the 440-yard free- 
style by a touch from Gene Rog- 
ers, six-foot, two-inch Columbia 
Navy trainee in 4:47, successfully 
defending the title, his second of 
the meet. Nakama won the 1500- 
meter yesterday.

POLICE 200 MEN SHORT; 
LONGER BEATS NECESSARY 


The strolling policeman is a 
thing of the past since the serious 
man-power shortage in the Police 
Department has made it necessary 
that some patrolmen cover three 
times as much territory as was 
assigned to them in prewar days, 
according to. figures released yes- 
terday by Sgt. John Murphy, 
statistician in the Chief of Police’s 


patrolmen are covering 
from one and one-half to two beats 
since the department is 200 men 
short of its 1620 legal Umit for 
policemen, Murphy said. The de- 
partment also is short 49 proba- 
tionary patrolmen and 13 turn- 
keys, but 22 probationary patrol- 
men will join the force in April, 
when they graduate from the 
training schoo). 

The armed forces have taken 
291 men from the department, 
while 152 of the 447 civilian em- 
ployes have gone into service, 
leaving that branch of the depart- 
ment short 29 employes at pres- 
ent. The Central and the Lucas 
Avenue districts, generally con- 
sidered the busiest, are operating 
with 36 and 27 fewer patrolmen, 
respectively, than their normal 
complements of 153 and 125 men.

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HOW CONVENTION 
WOULD CHANGE 
LAWS ON VOTING 


Final Approval of Four 
Steps Awaits Legisla- 
ture’s Action on Soldier 
Ballots.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 25, 
~The proposed new article on suf- 
frage and elections, which has 
been virtually completed by the 
Constitutional Convention, makes 
four important changes in existing 
constitutional provisions govern- 

gy, Boge 
nal approval of the new ar- 
ticle is being held up over the 
question of whether it should in- 
clude provisions establishing a 
simplified absentee voting system 
for Missourians serving in the 
armed forces in time of war. This 
question probably will not be de- 
cided until after the legislature, 
now in special session, completes 
its work on this matten 
New provisions adopted the 
convention permit the use of vot- 
ing machines, authorize the Legis- 
lature to extend registration of 
voters to smaller counties and 
communities of the state, permit 
non-residents possessing technical 
or specialized knowledge to be 
appointed to administrative posi- 
tions in the state, and require that 
tests of the election of governor 


“or other executive state officials 


‘be tried by the State Supreme. 
Court. 
18-Year Voting Age Rejected. 
The convention, during its pro- 


longed debate on this article, de-/| Ro 


feated proposals to allow persons 
18 years old to vote, and to re 
quire supplemental ward registra- 
tions in the larger cities every two 


years, 

‘The Legislature has been unable 
to legalize use of voting machines 
in Missouri because the present 
Constitution requires all elections 
to be by ballot. With this restric- 
tion removed, the Legislature could 
authorize the use of voting ma- 
chines throughout the State, or in 
cértain cities or cotnties. 

The convention, after spending 
nearly a week attempting to write 
an involved section dealing with 
registration of voters, finally 
adopted a brief provision leaving 
this subject entirely with the Leg- 
islature. 

The new provision removes the 
present requirement for registra- 
tion in counties of more than 100,- 
000 population and cities of more 
than 10,000, but eliminates a pro- 
vision that has prevented the Gen- 
eral Assembly from extending reg- 
istration to smaller counties and 


cities. 

St. Louis’ Status Not Affected. 

The new provision, in itself, will 
not disturb existing registration 
laws in St. Louis, St. Louis County 
and other populous centers. Al- 
though the Legislature could abol- 
ish these laws under the new pro- 
vision, this is regarded as extreme- 
ly unlikely because present regis- 
tration systems have proved to be 
popular and efficient in safeguard- 
ing elections. 

Another change approved by the 
convention will permit non-resi- 
dents, who have special training 
or knowledge and who are citi- 
zens of the United States, to be 
appeinted to administrative posi- 
tions in the State. This eliminates 
a present requirement that = 
sons holding public office in Mis-

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FARMERS PRAISED — 
FOR PRODUCTION JOB 


Entitled to Place in U. S. 
Economy, Says Agricultural 
Mobilization Head. 


The farmers of this country 
have reason to be proud of the 
production job which they have 
done and therefore deserve “a 
place in the economy of the coun- 


try” after the war, Ralph O. 
Brown of Hoytsville, O., chairman 
of the National Agricultural Mo- 
bilization Committee, told farm- 


| ers and farm leaders yesterday at 


the opening session of a two-day 
Farmers’ Conference on War and 
Peace at Hotel Jefferson. 

“We are here as farm repre- 
sentatives without any political 
ax to grind,” Brown declared. The 
farmers, he said, must carry on 
whether under Democratic or Re- 
publican administration. 

The first phase of the confer- 
ence was devoted to a considera- 
tion of the problem facing the 
farmer today. In Brown's opin- 
ion, the problem of agricultural 
toilers has been aggravated by 
“the worst war the world has ever 
known.” He called for the dele- 
gates present to decide what are 
the farmer’s needs and asked 
them to try to anticipate what 
they might expect. 

Warning by Nebraska Woman. 

Mrs. Isabelle C, Wells of Wisner, 
Neb., said letters from the men 
from the farms now on the fight- 
ing fronts asked what is being 
done to help agriculture. She 
warned that farm mothers might 
be compelled to go out and fight 
for their farms. 

Farm leaders “may be riding for 
a fall,” asserted Oscar Heline of 
Marcus, Ind., a former member of 
the lend-lease agency, “because 
they want to take undue advan- 
tage of present opportunities and 
are asking for things not in the 
farmer’s best interests.” 

Warning that these leaders are 
setting the stage for the same 
kind of a situation which followed 
the World War, Hellene said 
many working people were find- 
ing war gave them greater secur- 
ity economically than peace and 
therefore gave the impression that 
they hoped the war would not end 
too soon. A plan for security must 
be worked out, he continued, so 
that people will be able to have 
greater security during peacetime. 

“Libe in a Dunkerque.” 

Benton Stong, editor of the Na- 

tional Union Farmer, newspaper 
of the Farmers’ Union, stated that 
‘liberals are in a Dunkerque” 
which may be over soon, unless 
they get together everywhere and 
plan for full employment after the 
war. He said that in 1940 the 
big industrialists went on strike 
to get a reconversion clause in 
their contracts, and that this coun- 
try’s progress toward security has 
been in retreat. 
Alfred Schindler, executive di- 
rector of the Committee for Eco- 
nomic Development in St. Louis, 
declared that labor, management 
and Government must co-operate 
to provide 40 per cent more jobs 
than existed in 1940 to establish 
markets and keep free enterprise 
afloat. :

SENATOR M CARRAN 


Nevadan Assails Assumption 
of Legislative Functions 
by Executive Branch. 


United States Senator Patrick 
A. McCarran of Nevada, speaking 
last night-at the Lawyers’ Asso- 
ciation’s annual dinner at Hotel 
Jefferson, condemned. as anti- 
democratic the assumption of leg- 
islative and judicial functions by 
the executive branch of the Fed- 


| eral Government. 


. The veteran legislator, chairman 


of the: Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee, said usurpation of power by 
“wearers of the bureaucratic pur- 
ple’. was defended on the ground 
of military necessity, but de 
clared: 

“Any contention that the execu- 
tive branch of the Government, 
under any circumstances—even in 
time of war—can assume legisla- 


tive and judicial functions, is a 
preachment of anti-democratic 
theory so dangerous that I might 
almost term it revolutionary.” 
Senator McCarran said the trend 


played; whether price lists for gro- 
ceries, meats and soaps were post- 
ed; whether meats. were properly 
tagged as to grade and whether 
prices were in line with ceilings.

‘officer of the Government.” 


“We wonder,” he said, “how 
such a procedure, under adminis- 
trative law, conforms with the pro- 
vision of the Sixth Amendment, 
providing the right for all of a 
public trial by an impartial jury.” 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann de- 
livered the address of welcome to 
more than 40 State and city judg- 
es and officials, in whose honor 
the banquet was held. He paid 
tribute to them as “defenders of 
the privileges of all Americans 
during a time of grave peril.” 
About 354 persons attended.

Today he knows that those same rich and 
powerful friends, and the forces that they 
represent in American life, are largely 
aligned against him. In his .fight for re- 
nomination he is relying largely on his own 
resources, He is resting his case on the be- 
liefs and convictions acquired through four 
years of active participation in the national 
and international field. 

“As an individual, I am relatively unim- 
portant,” he says. “It is what I stand for 
that is important—what I symbolize. That 
is true of political parties as well as in- 
dividuals. The Republican party can win in 
November only if it takes a.positive stand on 
the great issues of the day.”’ 


His Political Education 
Stands Him in Good Stead. 


In his present campaign for the nomina- 
tion he has taken a stand on both foreign 
and domestic issues and he has challenged 
the other candidates, conspicuously Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York, to do like- 
wise. That is in marked contrast with 1940 
when he dealt for the most part in gen- 
eralities. In the light of his political educa- 
tion during the past four years perhaps he 
would concede that he might have come 
closer to beating Roosevelt if he had been 
more specific about the problems confront- 
ing the country. 

It was in his St. Louis speech last October 
that Willkie laid down the broad general 
outlines of his policy. In his campaign for 
the nomination during recent weeks he has 
followed the outline of the St. Louis plat- 
form. 

On the domestic side he declared for a 
broad program of social ingurance, expanded 
for “an expanding society.” On the inter- 
national side he hoped to see America take 
the lead in bringing ‘‘Great Britain, Russia, 
China and the United States to a point of 
understanding where they will make a joint 
declaration of intention as a preliminary to 
forming a common council of the United 
Nations and other friendly nations and 
eventually of all the nations.” 

Unless the Republican party adopts a posi- 
tive policy in these two major directions, 
it will inevitably go down to defeat, Willkie 
has predicted over and over during his Wis- 
econsin campaign. 

What he is saying at the same time, of 
course, is that no other candidate of stature 
has taken a forthright stand on the igsues 
and therefore that no other candidate can 
win against Roosevelt this fall. 

“The candidate who trims, who hedges, 
who dodges, will certainly be defeated,” 
Willkie says, “‘because he will deserve to be 
defeated. He will fail if he tries by saying 
nothing to get the votes of all the anti- 
government groups throughout the country. 
- That way lies not only defeat but the ulti- 
mate destruction of the party itself.” 


Aiming at the Independent 
Middle-of-the-Road Voters. 


Willkie’s primary campaign in this state 
has great persuasiveness. It is aimed at the 
independent voter, the middle-of-the-roader 
who has had enough of Roosevelt but as yet 
sees nowhere else to go. This vote, as 
Willkie well knows, is essential to victory. 

It is a campaign that is almost certain to 
‘Yrritate Old Guard Republicans. Willkie 
pictures the administration not as engaged 
in a sinister plot to destroy free government, 
which is the concept of the more rabid 
Roosevelt-haters, but as tired and cynical, 
failing for lack of a dynamic, compelling 
program on the world front. He is pas- 
sionately opposed to a fourth term, but the 
evils that may flow out of such long con- 
tinuation in power will come, he believes, by 
inadvertence and not by design.

If he wins a majority of Wisconsin’s 24 
delegates at the primary on April 4, he can 
take it as a victory.

If Willkie gets only a few delegates and 
the majority is decisively for Dewey, then 
he will have been virtually eliminated as a 
candidate and Dewey, barring unforeseen 
upsets, will have a clean sweep of the field. 

But whether he wins or loses, Willkie wil! 
have set a high standard of political values. 
He will have put his beliefs and his con- 
victions before his ambition. He will have 
helped to put the campaign on a level of 
discussion rather than mud-slinging and 
smear. And perhaps the importance of that 
contribution will not be lost on those who 
do the voting both in Wisconsin and else- 
where throughout the nation. 


No Movie of ‘One World’ 
Until After the Election. 


There are hints, however, that Willkie is 
learning discretion. Twentieth Century Fox, 
the company of which he is chairman of the 
board, wanted to make the movie of his 
book, “One World,” for release early this 
year. Willkie refused to allow that. He 
insisted it should not be shown to the pub- 
lic until after the campaign is over in 
November. 

The rights to the book were \acquired by 
Twentieth Century after competitive bidding 
and, according to Willkie, for a figure con- 
siderably below that offered by other com- 
panies. If it had been made for showing 
this spring and if it had been a flop, the 
back-fire might have been serious in more 
ways than one. The book has now sold 
well over 2,000,000 copies here and in for- 
eign translations. 

Few men in recent political history have 
worked so hard for a nomination. In Febru- 
ary Willkie made a strenuous swing across 
the country. Accompanied by Mrs. Willkie, 
whose modesty and quiet charm make her a 
real asset, he campaigned hard in the Pacific 
Northwest, At Tacoma, Wash., he made a 
Lincoln’s birthday speech on national unity 
that sounded a keynote of his appeal to 
voters. Willkie draws a sharp-line between 
the great mass of Americans who want na- 
tional unity in the war crisis and a smal!

The social security system now affects 
nearly 64 million persons, a new high, and 
the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill would bring 
approximately 20 million additional persons 
into the fold. 

That makes the program virtually every- 
body’s baby. Employers and employes alike 
are contributing to its nurture, and both 
have a very real stake in its success. If it 
weathers the storm of the immediate post- 
war period, when the jobless may possibly 
run into the millions, Americans will indeed 
be on the threshold of a long cherished 
shelter—freedom from want. 

Here are the vital statistics: 

A grand total of five billion dollars has 
been paid into the old-age and survivors 
insurance fund so far, covering the years 
1937-43, inclusive. Interest added to the 
fund amounted to -$304,166,000. Benefit 
payments during the same period aggregated 
445 million dollars. The net fund balance 
jat the close of last year, with certain oper- 
ational adjustments, was 4.8 billion dollars. 

The total paid into the unemployment in- 
surance fund, through 1943, was 6.6 billion 
dollars, plus cumulative interest of 307 mil- 
lion dollars. Unemployment benefits dur- 
ing the seven-year period totaled $2,112,- 
000,000. The net fund balance up to last 
Jan. 1, with operational adjustments, was 
4.7 billion dollars. 

At the present time, 9876 persons” are 
employed by the Federal Government to 
administer the social security program. This 
represents a substantial drop from the peak 
personnel figure of 12,433 in the preceding 
year. 


Optimistic economists, while granting that 


the social security system will confront its 
toughest test in the early postwar years, 


believe it will serve as a cushion against | 
severe deflation, with payments to the un-’ 


employed and others preventing prices from 
sinking too far. And if millions are unem- 


ployed, if production is cut back sharply, 


they are certain the paramount problem will 
be one of deflation instead of inflation. 
At the same time they point out that 
social security is having small part, if any, 
in the current inflationary spiral, since it 
disbursed little more than a billion dollars 
in the fiscal year 1942-48, which ended last

Under the “public assistance” provisions 
of the Social Security Act, passed in 1936

Experience of the Past; 
Illimitable New Frontiers. 


Industry points to the experience of the 
past. After the last war, the development 
of the automotive, chemical and other new 
industries spelled a large expansion of pro- 
duction and employment. Eighteen new in- 
dustries created in the 60 years up to the 
present war supplied one-fourth of all the 
gainful employment in the country before 


the war. 

Give risk capital an incentive, say the 
spokesmen of business, and it will open up 
illimitable new frontiers. There are new 
synthetic rubbers to be made, new plastics 
in infinite variety, new drugs, new dyes; 
just around the corner is television, ready 
to be built into an important postwar in- 
dustry; air-conditioning, insulation, prefab- 
ricated housing await development; aviation 
holds out an industrial prospect undreamed 
of before the war. This is but to suggest 
the wonders which science and inventive 
genius have made possible, 

In the production of new kinds of goods, 
says industry, lies a large part of the an- 
swer to the postwar problem of men and 
jobs. The other part of the answer, of 
course, is in the expanded production of the 
goods with which we are already familiar. 
Both new production and expansion, it is 
argued, require the stimulus that would be 
given through an easing of the burden on 
new investment. Capital, in other words, 
must be given an incentive to come out of 
hiding and take a chance. The interests of 
small business, particularly, would be served 
by a peacetime tax revision with this end 


in view. 


National Planning Council 
Advocates Adequate Incentive. 


It is not only the spokesmen of busi- 
ness who are arguing for the encouragement 
of risk in investment. The National Plan- 
ning Association, of which William L. Batt, 
business man, is chairman,*and Robert J. 
Watt, labor official, is vice-chairman, re- 
cently issued a report, on the reconversion 
of industry to peace, signed jointly by the 
officials of its three committees—aAgricul- 
For Labor, Clin- 
ton S. Golden, of the United Steelworkers 
of America, and Marion H. ‘Hedges, of the 
International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, joined with the other groups in 
stating: 

“There must be adequate incentive to en- 
courage risk and responsibility. Otherwise, 
dollars saved will not be dollars dared for 
backing new possibilities for new jobs 
opened up: by new ideas, nor will the new 
ideas themselves be forthcoming. We are 
not satisfied with the past. We want a 
better future. Individual brains and cour- 
age and ability must make this future. All 


of us: can see this clearly.”

Encourage them to 
take as much responsibility for employment 
as they can, Tax allowances may be in 
order, Offer smaller firms a chance to buy 
some of the government plants now op- 
erated by large corporations.” 


The Baruch-Hancock report, in calling for 
the reduction of tax rates after the war, says 
that “nothing will do more to make for 
monopoly or to deter the creation of new 
enterprise than excessively high taxes.” 

Beardsley Ruml, author of the “Rumi 
plan,” says in his recently proposed nine- 
point fiscal program that rates should be 
lowered to a point where they will balance 
the budget at an agreed level of high em- 
ployment. ‘“‘We do not,” he says, “want a 
deflationary tax program at times of less 
than standard high employment. Taxes 
should be reduced where they will do the 
most good in creating demand and encourag- 
ing private enterprise.” 

The case for incentive taxation was well 
stated by Wendell Willkie in his Feb. 2 
address on postwar fiscal policy: ‘Today, in 
war, our incentives are provided for us in 
our relentless pursuit of the enemy; where- 
as, tomorrow, in peace, we must create our 
incentives from the energies and aspirations 
of our citizens. . . . We must devise ways 
and means of encouraging venture capital to 
flow into new enterprise, and this means 
that we must find a practical way of reliev- 
ing new enterprises from crippling taxation 
for a reasonable period.” 


Two Concrete Proposals 


Have Gained Wide Support. 


What, concretely, is being proposed? 

Two widely supported suggestions are (1) 
that tax exemptions—or at least concessions 
—be allowed new enterprises for a five-year 
period and (2) that the present double taxa- 
tion of corporate dividends be ended. 

The argument for concessions to new busi- 
ness ventures has been persuasively put by 
Eric Johnston: “The lifeblood of competi- 
tive capitalism is risk capital. Free enter- 
prise cannot exist without it. Risk: capital 
is the propellent that keeps the job- 
ball rolling so that it grows bigger and 
bigger. . . . Risk capital will be available 
for investment in new enterprises if it has 
sufficient incentive. The postwar problem 
of employment will be solved on a more 
permanent basis and without sacrifice of 
American principles if private industry 
rather than the government does the job. 

Mo have it in our power to use taxation 
as a tool for creative economic achievements, 
It can be deliberately planned to make jobs, 
to coax savings and other capital into the 
active stream of productive investment, to 
help small business to remain afloat and te 
extend its operations. 

“What is often called ‘incentive taxation’ 
can be misused to give undue privileges te 
this or that group. But basically it is a 
valid procedure. To brush it aside because 
it lends itself to excess would be like for 
bidding medicines because an overdose may 
be harmful.” 


‘Special Tax Concessions . 

for Limited Number of Years.’ 

Getting down to cases, Johnston urges 
“special tax concessions for new enterprise 
for a limited number of years—the period 
of dangerous infant mortality in business— 
and special tax treatment for capital invest- 
ed in plant expansion and other job-making 
efforts.” 

In this connection, Sumner H. Slichter, 
professor of business economics at Harvard, 
has urged tax concessions to business enter- 
prises which over a five-year period spend 
all their depreciation allowances for new 
plant and equipment, the expenditure in 
each year of the five to be not less than 
80 per cent of the allowance for the year.

A Criticism of the School Plan 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


It is apparent that the Post-Dispatch’s 
editorial, “A Plan for School Board Re- 
form,” has attracted the attention of a 
large number of citizens. Perhaps it 
could be said that its major contribu- 
tion is its indication that many people 
of St. Louis still are interested in our 
schools and that continuation of this 
interest, together with appropriate ac- 
tion, would@nsure certain improvements. 

Among the three suggestions present- 
ed, that relating to the method of ap- 
pointment of School Board members 
represents the greatest deviation from 
common practice and, therefore, de- 
serves careful analysis. 

The editorial proposes nomination of 
qualified citizens to the Mayor by a se- 
lecting committee. The Mayor would 
appoint to board membership from this 
list. After appointees had served two 
years, their names would be submitted 
to the voters for approval to serve the 
remaining four years of the term. 

The analogy set forth between the se- 
lection of Judges and the proposed 
method of selecting School Board mem- 
bers is an unhappy one. The primary 
function of a Judge is to interpret and 
apply the law. His qualifications re- 
quire, in addition to general qualities of 
character and intelligence, specialized 
and highly technical knowledge. 

It is, therefore, reasonable to believe 
that fellow-lawyers are in a better posi- 
tion to determine the presence or ab- 
sence of these specialized skills than 
the lay citizen, For this reason, use of 
the appointive system for the selection 
of Judges is not only defendable but 
is well within the bounds of sound 
American democratic procedure. 

The School Board presents a funda- 
mentally different picture. Its function 
is primarily legislative. Its duty is to 
formulate general policies under which 
the administrative officers of the board 
may operate the schools. 

The School Board is in no immediate 
sense a law-interpreting body. Board 
members, unlike Judges, need not possess 
any specialized skills and information. 
They need only to exhibit sound intelli- 
gence, integrity, broad experience, sym- 
pathetic understanding of the impor- 
tance of good education and willingness 
to serve the schools and the community. 

The fundamental difference in func- 
tions of the Judge and the Schoo] Board 
member in itself argues neither for nor 
against the identity of methods of se- 
lection to these respective positions. The 
desirability of using the same or differ- 
ent methods must rest rather upon the 
constitutional and, more important, the 
traditional procedures of our American 
democracy. 

The American people—in fact, all 
democratic peoples—have held to the 
view that, of all the functions of gov- 
ernment, the legislative function must be 
kept close to the people. This attitude 
is of the essence of democracy. Any 
deviation from it is fraught with dan- 
gers to democratic processes. On this 
basis, the proposed method of providing 
for the initial appointment of board 
members presents potential dangers, and 
merits serious consideration and evalua- 
tion before being accepted or rejected. 

Only through a continuing plan for 
the education of the citizens can they 
be expected to understand and accept 
their social responsibility toward main- 
tenance of good schools. It is not en- 
tirely obvious that this needed accept- 
ance of responsibility, understanding 
and action will be advanced by the use 
of the appointive method in the selec- 
tion of School Board members.

Under such an 
arrangement, trail-blazing Pan-Am would in all 
probability dominate the scene. 

Opposed to the “chosen instrument” concept 
are the 15 American airlines which intend to 
compete in the international field. They are 


backed by all who believe that America will . 


advance twice as fast in the skies the world 
around, just as she has advanced in the past in 
railroad, oil, automobile and domestic aviation 
development, if the freest possible enterprise is 
brought into play. They argue that the placing 
of monopolistic or cartelistic restraints on an 
infant transportation industry will stunt its 
growth before it has even toddled out of swad- 
dling clothes. There is also doubt that any fu- 
ture American Government can guarantee such 
unlimited subsidization to a privately-owned, 
publicly-chartered airline as foreign govern- 
ments can guarantee those they own and operate. 

This moves the whole problem into the question- 
mark area of international agreement. Our chief 
competition will be Great Britain, and her policy 
is in some respects less clear than ours. 

In the first place, despite the Air Ministry's 
established espousal of a “chosen instrument,” 
there is strong feeling in London and Scotland 
for competition and against government monop- 
oly. The British course may not be definite 
until that sentiment comes to a test in Commons. 
In the second place, Australia, South Africa and 
Canada seem determined to challenge United 
Kingdom priority on postwar air expansion. One 
reason why Great Britain signaled unreadiness 
to attend an aviation conference in Washington 
the last of this month was because Russia and 
Canada were invited to participate. 

Great Britain has indorsed, through Lord 
Beaverbrook, Mr. Roosevelt’s policy of innocent 
passage for all nations, but this is for refueling 
and non-traffic purposes only. It doeg not open 
Empire air routes to the commercial air traffic 
of other nations. It does not clear up a ques- 
tion which is sure to be heatedly debated in 
Congress; namely, American military or com- 
mercial access to American-built bases. 

What the British Government seems to hope 
for is, naturally, the most favorable arrange- 
ment possible without antagonizing competitive 
nations. It considerg these two liabilities: Eng- 
land has no opportunity for home expansion as 
have America and Russia; Britain will have no 
modern transports available for immediate post- 
war use, since America has developed all such 
craft. An American bargaining point may be an 
offer to transfer or sell to Britain some of the 
12,000 transports that will be convertible to com- 
mercial use after the war, in exchange for a lib- 
eralization of British views on landing rights. 

What seems now most desirable as United 
States policy is, first, continued indorsement of 
regulated competition in the international field, 
and second, insistence upon the setting up of an 
International Civil Aeronautic Commission. There 


will have to be some international machinery 


for regulating air traffic, stimulating rather than 
hampering competition, setting up uniform safety 
and operational codes. Without such disinterested 
regulatory administration, postwar aviation is 
likely to be a free-for-all that hopelessly embrolis 
rival governments in a cutthroat race for 
mastery of the field. The British-proposed Inter- 
national Air Transport Authority, which would 
license routes and carriers, is too restraining and 
one-sided to solve the problem. 

The United States has two trumps to play in 
advancing such a co-ordinated policy. One of 
them is that we have most of the world’s trained 
crews, transport planes and air plants. The sec- 
ond is that we have no purposes of aggrandize- 
ment in using aviation as an instrument toward 
national diplomatic or economic ends. N 

America is well aware that international 
harmony can be promoted through the sensible 
and neighborly use of commercial air power, that 
it means access to foreign markets and adds 
impetus to trade and travel. But there ig no in- 
dication that the United States intends to use its 
advantage in the skies to pursue postwar political 
or economic imperialism. Rejection of the 
“chosen instrument” theory is the best indication 
we can give other nations that we want and 
need no instrument beyond American good will.

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Mr. Farley Under Fire 


Reminder that James A. Farley, opponent of 
third terms and fourth terms, still holds one of 
his party’s most powerful offices comes with 
the launching of a move to oust him from the 
chairmanship of the Democratic State Committee 
in New York. Backer of the plan to supplant 
Mr. Farley, who has been head of the party or- 
ganization in New York since 1930, is John J. 
O’Connell, chairman of the Albany County Dem- 
ocratic Committee and one of the principal cogs 
in a political machine which Gov.

The board's progressive members can be count- 
ed upon to work for enactment of such a program 
as is now being discussed. However, it is up to

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A Senate Vote to Cripple TVA 


The Senate, in approving two bills hostile to 
TVA, hag allowed itself to be misled by Senator 
McKellar of Tennessee, 

The McKellar amendments deny TVA the use 
of its power revenues as a revolving fund, and 
require Senate confirmation of all Federal em- 
ployes earning $4500 a year or more. 

TVA Chairman Lilienthal has said the rev- 
enue amendment would injure the business-like 
operation of this Government enterprise. Con- 
gress already possesses complete -control over 
the purposes for which all funds are spent, and 
receives a full accounting. The most hostile 


critics of TVA have been unable to find any 


fault with the corporation's handling of nearly 
a billion dollars of public money. So there is 
no reasonable basis for McKellar’s contention 
that the arrangement should be changed. 

As to confirmation, it is well for the Senate 
to have this authority in the appointment of 
policy-making officials, but the authority al- 
ready exists. In the case of TVA, appointments 
to the Board of Directors require Senate con- 
firmation. If the confirmatory power were ex- 
tended to cover thousands of non-policy-making 
employes, the result would be destruction of the 
merit system in Government service, The Civil 
Service Commission, the President and TVA have 
said so in positive terms. 

TVA could not have made its’ remarkable 
achievements unless Congress had given it the 
adequacy and flexibility of authority to do the 
job. Mr, McKellar’s amendments would with- 
draw powers that have been shown to be essen- 
tial. Is that what the Senate wants? What will 
the House say about it? 
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Farewell to the 2-Cent Stamp 


With the increase in postal rates that takes 
effect today, a new simile comes along; “useless 
as a 2-cent stamp.” The familiar red sticker 
once served its country well in carrying letters 
all over its length and breadth. When the 3-center 
took over that job, by order of Congress, the 2- 
cent stamp was still good for local postage. Begin- 
ning today, however, it requires the help of a 
l-cent stamp to transport a bill from the grocery 
store to the customer. 

That leaves nothing for the 2-cent stamp to 
do in its own name, It can perch beside an 
air-mail stamp to take care of today’s rate in- 
crease from 6 to 8 cents, It can contribute its 
2 cents’ worth to carrying a parcel post package. 
But no longer will George Washington's portrait 
or John Adams’ profile dominate the letter boxes, 

The loss of this gay crimson: touch from the 
mails is another wartime casualty. It probably 
won't be for long, however; only until Congress 
gets around to increasing the tariff on postcards 
from 1 to 2 cents.

America should return, at the end of the 
war, to a system of free private enterprise, 
we are being told, repeatedly and emphat- 
ically, by those who are qualified to speak 
with authority for American business, | 

The case for private enterprise has often 
been stated, It makes for etonomic prog- 
ress because it keeps the door open to new 
products and new processes, to new mate- 
rials and new machines, to new blood and 
new ideas. It eliminates waste, enhances 
efficiency and cuts costs. It raises quality, 
reduces prices and brings about an ever- 
widening distribution of the. products of 
industry. It thus combines the greatest 
possible economy in the utilization of re- 
sources with the greatest possible satisfac- 
tion of human wants. 

The business mah has long rendered lip 
service to economic individualism. But he 
has seldom been willing to accept its im- 
plications, 


All too frequently, he has interpréted 
freedom of enterprise as freedom from com- 


petition. And he has sought, by establish- . 


ing private restraints and by enlisting the 
support of the state, to avoid adventure 
and achieve security, to obtain profits with- 
out risking loss, to retain privacy without 
displaying enterprise, 


Our Propped-Up Enterprise 


Consider, for instance, the tariff crutch 
upon which American industry has long 


- insisted that it must lean; the quota pro- 


visions of international cartel agreements 


. which likewise operate to exclude foreign 


producers from the domestic market; the 
patent monopoly with its refusals to li- 
cense and its licenses granted upon re- 
atrictive terms; the many interferences 
with the movement of goods between the 
states; the employment of sanitary laws 
and building codes to circumscribe ‘local 
markets; the use of discriminatory taxes 
to exclude outsiders from a pre-empted 
field. ' 

Consider, too, the many arrangements 
which restrict output, establish minimum 
prices and subsidize obsolescence, ineffici- 
ency and high costs in declining trades, 


Is the American economy really com- 
petitive? To be sure, business men every- 
where have competed in advertising, in 
salesmanship, in quality, in service and in 
style. But have they competed in price? 
In many industries they have, but in many, 
if not most, of our major industries they 
have not, 


Some Devices of Restraint 


In those fields of manufacture where 
production is concentrated in the hands of 
a few large firms, competition has charac- 


teristically been restrained by common. 


stockholdings, by interlocking relationships, 
by explicit agreements to share markets 
and fix prices, by the use and the abuse 
of patents, by the maintenance of elaborate 
systems governing the quotation of deéliv- 
ered prices and by the simple practice of 
following the leader. 

In those fields where firms are more 
numerous and smaller, competition has 
been restrained by trade association activ- 
ities, 

In fields where producers are so numer- 
ous and so small that they cannot estab. 
ish and enforce such arrangements through 
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their own efforts, competition has been re- 
strained by procuring the enactment of 
laws which curtail output and fix prices, 
at the expense of the consumer, in the in- 
terest of the members of the producing 
group. 

In all these cases, business has sought, 
not to achieve full employment of the na- 
tion’s resources, but to protect the capital 
value of invested funds, It has attempted 
to serve this purpose, not by taking a 
small margin of profit on a large volume 
of output, but by taking a large margin 
on a small volume. 


A Waste of Resources 


Instead of cutting prices to distribute its 
potential product, it has maintained them 
and wasted resources on costly methods of 
promoting sales. In all these ways, it has 
used its power over prices, not to promote 
industrial activity, but to retard it. This is 
not private enterprise; it is private un- 
enterprise, and for it there is no case to 
be made, 


If we are really to return to a system of 
economic individualism, the line of pub- 
lic policy is clear. At the end of this war, 
instead of raising tariffs, Wé,shall lower 
them, We shall repeal the Webb-Pomerene 
Act, which facilitates American participa- 
tion in international cartels. 


We shall reform our patent system. We 
shall repeal the many other statutes that op- 
erate to exclude competitors from markets, 
to handicap the efficient seller and to pro- 
tect the inefficient. 


We shall abandon the subsidization of 
agriculture, the proration of petroleum and 
the establishment of minimum prices for 
coal. We shall permit motor carriers and 
water carriers to compete for traffic on 
equal terms with carriers by rail. We shall 
proceed vigorously to enforce the laws for- 
bidding restraint of trade. 


A Test of Sincerity 


The sincerity of the proponents of pri- 
vate enterprise may be determined by a 
simple test. If they cling to impediments 
to freedom of trade, then it will be clear 
that private enterprise is not the thing 
they seek. For such a line of policy points 
not toward economic individualism but to- 
ward private collectivism; not toward vig- 
orous competition and industrial progress 
but toward stagnation and decay. 

The ways that lie before American busi- 
ness are three. The first leads to an econ- 
omy of private enterprise, the second to 
an economy of private cartels, the third 
to an economy of public regimentation., 

But the second and third of these roads 
must ultimately converge. For concentrat- 
ed public power will challenge concentrat- 
ed private power and, though the struggle 
may be long and bitter, the state will final- 
ly prevail, 

If we are to escape public collectivism, 
we must prevent private collectivism. 
There is no other way,

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Faith Was Bataan’s W atchword, 
A Survivor of Campaign Writes 


“Bataan, the Judgment Seat,” by Allison Ind. (Mae 
milian ©o., New York.) 

Lt, Col. Allison Ind’s account of the de 
feat at Bataan fills in the details of an 
outline we have all memorized by now, 
While it is subtitled “The Saga of the Phil- 
ippine Command of the United States Army 
Air Force, May, 1941, to May, 1942,” it is 
much more than that. It is a saga of faith, 

Faith exudes from every page: the faith 
of the men on Bataan in the flag that flew 
over Corregidor, faith that their 20 planes 
could and would lick the entire Japanese 
Empire! With our after-knowledge, Bataan 
becomes more acutely tragic as we look on 
those hopelessly condemned men, still keep- 
ing the faith until the very last. It is bit- 
ter reading, for Col. Ind also retells that 
well-known story of inadequacy, of “toe 
little and too late,” of reinforcements prom- 
ised but not delivered, of inadequate air- 
fields, lack of aviation gasoline and bad 
communication lines, the total of which 
made the Battle of Bataan the conscience- 
hurting defeat it was. 


Ind went to the Philippines in the spring 
of 1941. He left the day before the Mac- 
Arthur party went to Australia. Evidently 
writing from a record, he tells in seering 
language the story of unpreparedness, not 
fearing to mention names or to quote. 

As the defenders retreated down Bataan 
peninsula, Ind recalls with bitterness the 
tremendous infiltration of fifth columnists: 
the rockets shot to inform the enemy, the 
sabotage to the few planes, and the twin- 
kling flares that led Zeros to Nichols Field, 
With irony he writes of the salvaged parts 
of Jap planes that revealed aluminum fur- 
nished by America, of Jap bombs whose 
fillings were made of American razor 
blades, bottle caps and concrete. But the 
retreating army could always regain hope 
when the dwindling number of P-40’s went 
out to strafe the enemy. There came the 
day, however, when there was only one 
P.40 left to defend Bataan. 


When Ind left for Australia, it was the 
intention of his chief, Gen, Harold H, 
George, to get help for the courageous de- 
fenders—real bombers. On arrival, they 
found that Army strategists had already 
given Bataan up as hopeless, as 
able. Planes could not be risked when it 
was too late for them to save; they were 
needed too badly for the defense of Java, 
of Australia. Bataan, doomed, became the 
great judgment seat, and the spur te 
furious preparation everywhere. 

While this is intentionally the Air Force’s 
story, Ind necessarily recounts the historic 
part the Navy and regular Army played 
in keeping the faith on Bataan. But one 
man held the torch for all to see, Gen. 
George, whom Ind served as aide-de-camp. 
From the first page until he met his tragic 
death, this man’s personality dominates as 
it must have on Bataan, Surely no more 
sincere memorial will be written of this 
General and of his men in the Philippine

of some 3500 tons of explosive. 
A minimum of 1400 tons fell on 
one area of less than a square 
mile. .It appeared incredible that 
a single human being could sur- 
vive such a holocaust.

High-level bombing, particular- 
ly at night, is regarded with 
contempt by ground personnel. 
They have a wholesome respect 
for the dive bomber, which picks 
its target, and feel genuine dread 
of the strafing plane, with its 
bursts of rapid-fire shells and 
machine-gun bullets, 


In theory, an individual *bom- 
bardier high in the air selects a 
pin-point target on the ground 
and with his precision sight hits 
it infallibly with a bomb, In prac- 
tice, bombing is done by groups 
of planes, which are satisfied if 
a reasonable number of bombs 
strike the objective. A large pro- 
portion of misses is taken for 
granted. 


Factor of Terrain. 


Tactical bombing is _ strongly 
conditioned by terrain, It is use- 
ful in jungle fighting and is se- 
verely cramped by mountainous 
country like Southern Italy and 
Eastern Sicily. Its idea) terrain 
is the flat desert, with a visibility 
so brilliant that it is almost pos-

after that atoll had also been 
“neutralized” by air and naval 
bombardment. 

Up from the rubbish, with rifles 
and machine guns, rose Nazi sol- 
diers who had weathered the in- 
ferno in tunnels and caverns. Mor- 
tars and cannon ascended from 
the underground on special ele- 
vators. Among the survivors were 
even Italian women and their ba- 
bies. Ten days of bitter fighting 
have passed, and the stalemate 
of Cassino remains unbroken. 

Various explanations have been 
trickling forth. A storm blew up 
in the afternoon, grounding the 
Allied planes and preventing the 
completion of the bombardment 
as planned. Troops were not sent 
in promptly enough after the bar- 
rage lifted. Strategic bombers 
had not succeeded in isolating 
Cassino from supplies and replace- 
ments by destroying bridges and 
roads and keeping them out of ac- 
tion. The operation was planned 
by ground instead of air officers. 

Finally, with the Allied and 
German ground forces about 
equal in numbers, instead of the 
3to-1 ratio demanded for a suc- 
cessful offensive, the British and 
American troops were not strong 
enough to drive home the attack 
opened for them by planes and 
artillery. 

Revolution in Planning. 

At any rate, Cassino has pro- 
duced a veritable revolution in 
War Department planning. After 
laying chief stress on armor and 
aviation, the high command has 
reverted to the ancient maxim 
that infantry is the queen of bat- 
tle. Tens of thousands of foot 
soldiers who had volunteered for 
flight training are being returned 
to their old organizations. With 
violent effects on the man-power 
situation, the armed services are 
combing industry and agriculture 
for hundreds of thousands of 
youths under 26, who are likely 
to make bold and hardy infantry- 
men. 

Lessons from the war itself as 
to what aviation, with its present 
resources, can and cannot do, may 
be summarized as follows, on data

sible to count enemy heads from 
80,000 feet. The classic example 
of neutralizing a ground area from 
the sky was that of Medjez-el-Bab 
in Tunis. Tactical bombing is also 
handicapped by its employment 
of high explosives, which are in- 
effective against well-prepared 
underground shelters, fortifica- 
tions of soft wood, sand and con- 
crete, like those of Tarawa; and 
even the lowly foxhole, except in 
case of a direct hit. 


The logical substitutes would be 
poison gas and improved incen- 
diaries. 

There are three principles in 
tactical bombardment: (1) The 
gaining of air supremacy; (2) iso- 
lation of the battlefield, so that 
no further supplies and replace- 
ments can get in; and (3) close 
support of the ground army in 
action. The Cassino operation was 
successful in the first, and unsuc- 
cessful in the other two. 


So far only one ground area has 
surrendered to single-handed air- 
power, This was the island of 
Pantelleria. The case was a spe- 
cial one. The island is small. It 
was completely isolated. It was 
defended by Italians, who had 
ample arms, ammunition and food. 
The issue might have been differ- 
ent if Pantelleria had been 
manned by the Germans of Cas- 
sino or the British of Malta, 


Islands and Land Areas. 


Adm. Nimitz profited by the 
lesson of Tarawa and made the 
capture of Kwajalein easy for his 
marines by prolonging and inten- 
sifying the air and naval bom- 
bardment that preceded. Again 
the area was small and com- 
pletely isolated by blockade. Close 
air support was provided for the 
landing party. 

The isolation of a battle area by 
aviation in the heart of a con- 
tinental space is 
matter from isolating an island in 
the heart of an ocean. Airpower 
was incapable of preventing the 
escape of three German divisions 
from Sicily to the mainland. 

Costly as the victory proved, 
Tarawa could not have been 
taken at all except for prelim- 
inary plane and ship bombard- 
ment. Cassino might have been 


captured, following its bombard- 


ment, if the infantry force had 
been larger and more skilfully 
handled, and if the commanders, 
blind to Tarawa’'s lesson, had not 
been overconfident as to the ef- 
fect of the air attack.

NAZIS THREATENED . 
FROM EAST, WEST

ARCH is fading amid a flur- 
ry of Axis-Allied preparatory 
activities which ‘leave no 
doubt that the war in Europe is 
moving to its crisis for Germany, 
or that the Pacific ‘battle stage 
has been reset for new tests of 
Japanese staying power. 


From all sides the foes of the 
besieged Axis mates are closing 
in despite all the distance odds 
against them. Pinched between 
the Russian offensive in the east, 
the Allied air attack from the 
west, and the slow but unwaver- 
ing Anglo-American diversion 
pressure in Italy, Hitler is ob- 
viously readying the inner walls 
of his shriveling European for- 
tress. 

No surer sign of what Berlin 
knows to be impending in the 
west and from t east against 
that inner defense ring which 
still keeps the war out of Ger- 
many itself, except by air, could 
be asked than Nazi occupation of 
Hungary. 

The fiction of a Nazi-erected 
European new order hegemony 
founded on popular acceptance of 
Hitlerism in unwilling Balkan sat- 
ellite states has been dropped by 
Berlin. It has no real place in 
Nazi war conceptions and could 
not stand up under the necessities 
of military expediency. 

Nowhere is Nazism firmly plant- 
ed outside the Reich except where 
it rests on German bayonets, 
Gestapo espionage and strong-arm 
repression. Just how strong it 
still is in Germany itself, coming 
events may soon disclose, A year 
and more of Nazi defeats and re- 
treats have deeply undermined 
German military prestige even at 
home, and helped imponderably in 
the softening up of the European 
continent for Allied invasion. 


Against that western invasion 
threat and the expected Russian 
smash at the weak Nazi eastern 
flank from the Carpathians to the 
Baltic, German shoring up of the 
Southeastern front from Russia to 
Italy was essential. Hungary is 
the key to that inner bracing. Mil- 
itary realism doomed any Hun- 
garian independence of thought or 
action as surely as German occu- 
pation dooms Budapest to even- 
tual Allied and Russian saturation 
bombardment. 


That must come. Implicit in 
the Nazi move to place all commu- 
nications with the south and 
southeast via Hungary under in- 
stant Nazi control and use is the 
necessity of protecting the Buda- 
pest hub from such ravages by air 
as the Berlin hub in the west has 
been subjected to. That means 
shifting fighter plane strength into 
Hungary at the time every air 
fighter will be needed in the west 
and in Poland and the Baltic 
states, once the Russian-Allied as- 
sault aimed at Germany itself be- 
gins to roll. 

The air shift might already be 
in progress, geared to the seizure 
of Hungary. It could help account 
for the recent reluctance Nazi 
fighters to take on Allied day-and- 
night mass raids over Germany 
except to cover special Allied tar- 
gets and under favorable weather 
conditions.

Support for Nimitz. 


Observers here point out that as 
Adm. Chester W. Nimitz. nears 
Japan and the powerful continent- 
al bases in China, he will need 
maximum assistance from Maj.

LONDONERS LOSING 
THEIR UNEASINESS 
AT NEW AIR RAIDS 


City Lapses Into 1940 Atti- 
tude With Renewal of 
Attacks.

LONDON, March 25.— Just for 
the record it may be stated that 
the Germans bombed London last 
night in the longest and in some 
ways the most vicious raid in 12 
months. 

A church was burned and there 
were some casualties. There were 
a couple of brilliant fires in im- 
portant sections. Fire Wagons 
were out in force. Hotel lobbies 
were filled with the beauty and 
chivalry of London who looked 
as if they would rather have been 
somewhere else. And probably 
they were today. 

In other words, this is just about 
the same story somebody wrote in 
the fall of 1940 and you can dig 
it up from the files, 

One German plane crashed on 
top of a house, but that also is 
getting to be old stuff. The only 
purpose in mentioning all this at 
high prices per word is that Lon- 
don apparently also thinks it old 
stuff. The early uneasiness caused 
by the renewal of raids was not 
evidenced last night. The local at- 
titude toward shock is just about 
the same as it used to be. And the 
Germans as usual have apparently 
outfoxed themselves psychologi- 
cally, 


UJ. $. MEDICAL UNIT CUT OFF 
BY JAP FORCE IN BURMA 


NEW YORK, March 25 (AP).— 
The Japanese offensive into India 
cut the road to the rear of an 
American field service medical 
unit attached to British forces in 
Burma, Lt. John Patrick, an offi- 
cial of the service, informed his 
headquarters in a message from 
Bombay today. 

“The Japanese, cutting through 
the jungle in large numbers and 
using elephant-borne supplies, cut 
the road to the rear of the Amer- 
ican field service unit,” he said. 
“The position was isolated and the 
unit was ordered to abandon its 
vehicles and escape on foot. 

“Five men escaped along the 
river bed under constant fire by 
snipers. One has slight shrapnel 
wounds. They walked two days 
through the valley to reach the 
British lines.” It was presumed 
that others reached stronger 
British forces in an isolated for- 


as most Germans believe—going 
to be shot. 


They were a dreary looking lot, 
some of them not unlike the 
classic “Winter Fritz” of Soviet 
cartoons, their heads wrapped in 
shawls, their uniforms in tatters. 


Some understood Russian, None 
misunderstood the order to

for temporary quarters in a con- 
centration camp which only a 
few days earlier had housed with- 
in its double lines of barbed wire 
Red Army prisoners and civilians 
of this region, 


Others we saw and questioned 
long into the night in the com- 
fortable duplex home, surrounded 
by wide gardens, where we were 
billeted. Not long ‘before it, too, 
had housed German officers, who 
treated this property with the 
same high disregard they have 
shown for everything and every- 
one elsewhere in Europe, 

The high dining-room ceiling, 
for example, had painted designs 
in each corner of clusters of 
grapes, pears and apples. All had 
been used as pistol targets. 


Group at Interview. 


We were only a small group 
that sat under the fitful electric 
light which finally had to be re- 
placed by candles. There was one 
American and one British corre- 
spondent, and a young Russian, a 
ceramics engineer who was much 
interested in American production 
methods. Now a senior lieuten- 
ant, he was interrogating prison- 
ers. We, too, asked questions. 

Taking no part but listening 
eagerly were two Soviet majors 
and two Colonels, Feelings some- 
times’ ran high. Once when a 
youthful Nazi blandly asserted his 
belief that “for the time being” 
Germany would be unable to con- 
duct another European war, one 
of these officers hurriedly left the 
room. Later he explained that 
had he remained he would have 
lost his temper. 

“We have the strictest orders 
against that,” he said, 

Four of these prisoners were 
native Germans and two were 
Austrians, compelled to join the 
Nazi army, but without stomach 
for fighting and with little under- 
standing of what was occurring 
beyond the vague hope that Aus- 
tria again would be free. Three 
were hapless Czechs, rounded up 
as labor forces for German con- 
tractors who build roads and air- 
ports in the wake of Nazi armies. 
They had seized the first oppor- 
tunity to surrender and immedi- 
ately asked to join units of Czech 
Gen. Ludwig Svoboda in the Soviet 
Union. 

We asked how they were being 
treated. 

“As war prisoners,” the Colonel 
replied, adding, “there are differ- 
ent kinds. You can have one guard 
for 1000 men, or two guards for a 
single prisoner.” 

Three Rumanians. 

Almost comic relief was supplied 
by three Rumanians, “We, fight 
for Hitler?” exclaimed a 23-year- 
old carpenter from the Ploesti oil 


district, astonished that the ques- 
tion should even be asked. “Is he 
going to give me Germany?” 

The German prisoners repre-. 
sented a liberal sampling of non- 
commissioned officers, ranging 
from a surly 42-year-old Essen 
house-painter of the who 
joined the original Sturmabtellung 
(8. A.) that brought Hitler to pow- 
er, to a crawling defeatist who 
swore he was a socialist, cursed 
his German wife and daughter as 
Fascists and then coolly admitted 
that his chief interest was « 
Ukrainian woman to whose home 
he had deserted and where he hid 
for more than two months, 

Two others were tough-fibered, 
ruthless youths of the type which 
are fighting the Nazis’ current 
battles. 


Need for Scapegoats. 


It is dangerous to generalize too 
broadly from such sampling, but 
some points at least seem clear. 
The ordinary German soldier sees 
ruin staring him in the face, Some 
scapegoat must be found and the 
S. 8S. (Elite Guard) has been 
chosen. 

Countless bits of evidence, gath- 
ered in three years in Russia and 
in almost five in the rest of Eu- 
rope, support the testimony that 
the S. 8S. bears the heaviest re- 
sponsibility for mistreatment of 
civilians and destruction of non- 
military objectives. But the regu- 
lar Army is now trying to avoid 
its share of the blame. 

These men insisted they knew 
nothing about German atrocities 
against the Russian people. If 
there had been any they claimed 
it was the work of the 8. 8S. They 
said they had not sent food to 
friends or relatives in y;

Their departure from the Uk- 
raineé has made the deepest im- 
pression on them.

No Idea of Future of Reich. 


They felt vaguely that Hitler 
and the Nazi party were doomed 
“for the time being” at least, but 
they had almost no idea of what 
might come after.

Millions to Find Resting 
Place With Republi- 
cans if Party Pursues 


Right Course, He Says. 


WAUKESHA, Wis. March 25 
(AP). —Wendell L. Willkie tonight 
depicted the Republican party as a 
political resting place next fall for 
“millions of tired New Dealers,” 
providing the G. O. P. pursues “the 
right course.” 

“The right course,” he_ said, 
“would be neither the paternajis- 
tic, regimented society of the pres- 
ent administration nor the other 
extreme of narrow nationalism 
and economic Toryism. Rather, it 
would embrace encouragement of 
individual initiative, economic lib- 
eralism and broad international co- 
operation to maintain peace once it 
comes.” 

The American people, he as- 
gerted, are “magnificently organ- 
ized and fairly well united in war 
but they are afraid of the peace,” 
of what will happen after the war, 
having “lost their self-confidence 
after living so long under a pa- 
ternalistic Government which 
adopted a policy of solving their 
problems for them through de- 
tailed regulations, multiple direc- 
tives and deficit spending,” in- 
stead of helping them find their 
own solutions. 

azine Editor Quoted. 

Wilikie, in a speech at Concord, 
N. H., before that state’s recent 
primary, discussed the “fear of the 
peace” theme and referred to an 
article about it in Harper’s by Ber- 
nard De Voto, one of the maga- 
zine’s editors.

Well, over 
the years I have come to believe 
that the administration—I do not 
mean Mr. Roosevelt alone but 
rather the whole complex of ef- 
fective power—does not truly ac- 
cept democratic postulates on 
which it is supposed to be based.” 

“TI think it has been increas- 
ingly cynical about them,” De 
Voto’s letter continued, “increas- 
ingly disdainful not only of demo- 
cratic procedures but of basic 
democratic beliefs as well. I find 
too much willingness not only to 
circumvent constitutional proced- 
ures but to ignore the popular will 
and to be dishonest with the 

ple.” 

Willkie said “there are Titerally 
millions of tired New Dealers in 
the United States and the Repub- 
lican party can have them for the 
asking if it pursues the right poli- 
cies.” He said he never has met 
De Voto but considers him a type 
of independent intelligent thinker.

social security programs — old- 
age and survivors’ insurance — 
is administered entirely by the 
Federal Government, The Wagner- 
Murray-Dingell proposal, which 
has the indorsement of both the 
CIO and AFL, would also transfer 
the unemployment compensation 
program to the Federal Govern- 
ment. 
U. 8. Treasury Custodian. 

To provide the money for un- 
employment insurance benefits, 
the states collect taxes from every 
employer covered by state law. 
Only three states: require contri- 
butions from employes. The 


United States Treasury is the cus- 
todian of all the state unemploy- 
ment funds, which become a part 
of a special fund in the Treasury 
known as the Unemployment 
Trust Fund. Each state's money is 
credited to the state’s own ac- 
count. It can be withdrawn only 
for the precise amounts needed by 
the state to pay out-of-work bene- 
fits. The balance earns compound 
interest for the states’ use in 
future benefit payments. 


Old-age and survivors’ insurance 
is operated by the Federal Govern- 
ment through the Social Security 
Board and the United States 
Treasury, The special taxes paid 
by wage earners and their em- 
ployers for thig insurance go in 
the Federal Qld-Age and Survivors’ 
Insurance Trust Fund, in the 
Treasury, and is managed by a 
Board of Trustees composed of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, 
Secretary of Labor, and the Chair- 
man of the Social Security Board. 

The amount of the insurance 
benefits paid under this part of 
the program is based on the work- 
ers own wages in jobs covered 
by law. Benefits are weighted, 
however, in favor of workers who 
are already too near retirement 
age to have many years in which 
to build up insurance credits; low- 
paid workers, and workers with 
dependents. 

The worker’s wages, as reported 
by his employer, are credited to 
the individual "social security ac- 
count” kept for each worker by 
the Social Security Board. When 
a claim is filed, the wages cred- 
ited to the worker’s account are 
used to compute the amount of 
his benefits. 

Monthly Payments. 

Monthly payments provided 
under this system are of two gen- 
eral types: (1) Retirement pay- 
ments: For the qualified worker 
himself after he reaches 65 and 
stops regular work; his wife, 
when she reaches 65; and his chil- 
dren until they are 16, or until 18 
if still in school (2) Survivors pay- 
ments: When a qualified worker 
dies, these go to his children until 
they reach 16, or 18 if still in 
school; his widow while she has 
children in her care; his widow 
when she reaches 65; his depend- 
ent parents at the age of 65, if he 
has left no widow er young child. 

The number of aged persons 
getting benefit payments is ex- 
pected to almost double after the 
war, since some 600,000 people 
over 65 have kept on working dur- 
ing. the war emergency but pre- 
sumably will ask for their pen- 
sions when the war ends. The 
reserve fund of 4.8 billion dollars 
appears quite adequate at present, 
since old age beneficiaries were 
paid 149 million last year. Twice 
nat amount, should it be neces- 
sary to pay out that much, would 
still be less than a third of this 
year’s anticipated payments into 
the fund. 


Vandenberg’s Position. 


The reserve fund would be 
greater were it not for a Con- 
gressional bloc led by Senator 
Arthur Vandenberg, Michigan Re- 
publican, For the past three years 
the bloc has succeeded in post- 
poning an otherwise automatic in- 
crease in the payroll levy for old- 
age insurance from 1 to 2 per 


ployers, on wages up to § a 
ear. 

Vandenberg has argued that it 
would be absurd to pile up a huge 
fund in the Treasury for this pur- 
pose when Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Henry Morgenthau himself 
estimated a safe margin to have 
on hand would be three times the 
amount that will be needed at any 
time during the next five years. 

More recently, however, Vanden- 
berg has amplified his viewpoint, 
saying that expansion by Congress 
of Social Security coverage and an 
increase in payroll taxes appears 
inevitable, but adding that such 
increases are not necessary at this 
time. Ag it stands now, unless 
Congress again intervenes, the tax 
-levy will go up to 2 per cent for 
employers and employes next 
Jan, 1, 

Had President Roosevelt’s veto 
of the tax measure on Feb. 
been sustained, the tax rate would 
have risen automatically c:. March 
1 to 2 per cent on salaries up to 
$3000 a year, for both employers 
and employes. — 

Roosevelt’s Warning. 

In his message Roosevelt 
warned: 

“The elimination of automatic 
increases provided in the social 
security law comes at a time when 
industry and labor are best able 
to adjust themselves to such in- 
creases. These automatic in- 
creases are required to meet the 
claims that are being built up 
against the social security fund. 
Such a postponeinent does t 
seem wise.” 

Social security protection would 
be extended to workers generally 
under the pending Wagner-Mur- 
ray-Dingell bill, including the 
present unprotected group such as 
agricultural workers (between 4 
and 5 million), persons in domes- 
tic service (about 25 million), and 
persons employed by non-profit in- 
stitutions, such as religious, char- 
itable,; scientific, literary and edu- 
cational institutions (close to one 
million). 

It would also extend social se- 
curity to self-employed persons, 
such as small business men (5 to 
5.5 million), farm owners (4.5. to 
5.5 million), and independent pro- 
‘fessional persons (more than a 
half million). It would set up, too, 
a comprehensive system of health 
insurance, and would extend and 
liberalize present old-age and sur- 
vivors’ insurance. 

Under this measure, bitterly op- 
posed by organized medicine and 
certain pressure groups, the pay 
soll tax would rise to 6 per cent 
each for employers and employes 
on salaries up to $3000, a total of 
12 per cent. Although the President 
and other Administration leaders 
have pressed for early considera- 
tion of the measure, Senator Van- 
denberg has said the Senate can- 
not possibly take it up until after 
the war. 

6,000,000 Jobless Normal. 

There were about 12 million un- 
employed persons in the United 
States when the original social 
security measure was under dis- 
cussion, and economists estimated 
the figure probably would not drop 
-below six million under normal 
conditions. The rise of wartime 
employment, of course, has com- 
pletely changed the picture. By 
the middle of last year the num- 
ber of unemployed persons had 
fallen below a million, many of 
whom were merely in process of 
changing from one job to another. 

In the fiscal year 1939-40 there 
were five million beneficiaries un- 
der the unemployment insurance 
plan; as noted, in the fiscal year 
1942-43 the number had dropped 
to 1,220,000, and the total benefits 
paid out during the year were 
only 176 million dollars, less than 
half the amount in any of the 
three preceding fiscal years. By 
last November, the number of 
beneficiaries on the unemploy- 
ment rolls was only 60,000. 

While the war has thus dropped 
unemployment benefits to a figure 
far below anything contemplated 
when the law was enacted, the 
number of persons 65 years of age

and more is today considerably 
larger than was estimated when 
the bill was originally before the 
Congress. 

At that time the basis of esti- 
mates was the census of 1930, 
which showed 6,364,000 persons, or 
5.4 per cent of the population, of 
65 years and more, The number of 
such persons was expected to in- 
crease to 8,300,000 by 1940, but in 
that year the census revealed that 
the actual figure was close to nine 
million. It was then estimated 
that as the birth rate continued 
to drop and life expectancy to 
lengthen, the number of persons 
in that age bracket by 1960 would 
be 14,800,000, or more than 10 per 
cent of the total population, 

Increasing Burden, 

For this reason, old age. bene- 
fits will be a greater burden in the 
United States in 1960 and there- 
after, it is believed, than was en- 


22|visaged when the social security 


law was passed in 1935. 

This raises an oft-repeated 
question about the security of the 
old-age funds that are pouring 
into the Treasury. Are these funds 
kept intact in a separate account? 
Are they borrowed by the 'Gov- 
ernment, with no assurance they 
will be available when the peak 
pay-off period arrives, between 
1970 and 1980? 


Here are the facts: - 

As already related, the money 
goes into a trust fund, guarded 
by a board of trustees, The board 
makes regular reports to Congress 
regarding its operation and 
status. Receipts and expenditures 
of the fund are separated from 
all other accounts in the Treasury, 
and the only expenditures which 
may be made from it are benefit 
payments and administrative costs 
of the insurance program. 

Amounts in the fund not re- 
quired for social security benefits 
are invested in ‘nterest-bearing 
obligations of the United States 
or in obligations guaranteed as 
to both principal and interest by 
the United States. Interest from 
such investmetis, averaging 2% 


per cent, is added to and. becomes 


a part of the trust funds. The 
Social Security Act expressly pro- 
vides that all Government bonds 
in which the trust fund is invested 
— be convertible to cash at any 
me, : 


Taxed Twice?—No, 


Does this mean that we will be 
taxed twice to pay for old-age and 
survivors’ insurance benefits? 

Government officials insist that 
it does not. A, J, Altmeyer, chair- 
man of the Social Security Board, 
explains it this way: “Some peo- 
ple have said that the fact that 
the Government will be required 
to levy taxes to redeem the Gov- 
ernment obligations issued to the 
trust fund means that the Social 
Security contributors are being 
taxed twice for the same purpose. 


“This is not true. The truth is 
that the social security contribu- 
tors are taxed only once to pay 
for their benefits when they make 
their regular contributions. As 
taxpayers they may also be 
obliged to pay taxes to redeem 
Government obligations issued to 
the trust fund, but when they do 
so they are paying for the cost of 
the war and not for the cost of 
social security benefits. 

“They would have to pay these 
taxes to cover the cost of the war 
whether the bonds are sold to the 
trust fund or to individuals, or to 
financial institutions.” 

Early this year, Senator Van- 
denberg, discussing the same point 
on the floor, stated: “Lest there 
be any unfortunate misunder- 
standing about this business, let 
me clearly say that the use of so- 
cial security payroll revenues to 
retire the national debt does not 
even remotely suggest maladmin- 
istration of the funds. This use 
is inherent in the system itself, 
since all of its reserves must be 
invested in Government bonds. 
The Treasury gets the money and 
spends it on general obligations. 
It puts the equivalent in bonds in 
the social security reserve. And 
it pays interest on the bonds.”

opposition to his candidacy has 
come from the McCormick-Patter- 
son-Hearst press. In editorials and 
cartoons they have blasted him as 
a foolish dreamer and a bemud- 
died internationalist. Almost every- 
thing he says goes directly contra- 
ry to the Chicago Tribune’s policy 
of isolationism. Willkie’s own feel- 
ing is that this opposition helps 
more than it harms. 

From important dailies in the 
East, Willkie has received warm 
support. This has been particu- 
larly true of the New York Herald 
Tribune, staunchly Republican in 
policy, which has consistently 
argued Willkie’s cause. 

Willkie’s bold moves are often 
also shrewd politics. Take, for 
example, his recent advocacy of a 
16-billion-dollar increase in Fed- 
eral taxes. It suited the mood of 
the country at the moment. He 
did not, of course, specify who 
should be taxed and therefore he 
did not risk offending any par- 
ticular group that would naturally 
resent an additional tax burden. 
If he were in office, he would 
have to put the load on specific 
individuals and it would not. be so 
easy to make politics out of the 
ery for higher taxation. 

Uniquely Positive. 

There is one thing that sets 
Willkie apart from every other 
Republican candidate. He has a 
positive program. He isn’t just 
“agin the New Deal,” He has told 
the farmer quite frankly that he 
cannot expect to go back to the 
“good old days” of unrestricted 
production. Government and ag- 
riculture will have to go into a 
working partnership for full pro- 
duction. 

If any way existed to get an 
accurate measurement of it, a 
comparison between Willkie’s pop- 
ular strength and his strength 
within the party organization 
would be revealing. Despite the 
fact that recent polls show him 
slipping in popular support, there 
is evidence that he still has far 
greater backing in the country 
than he does within the G. O. P. 

Party regulars are suspicious of 
him. Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio believes Willkie would give 
the country a “Republican New 
Deal.” Many of these party regu- 
lars also distrust his foreign 
policy. 

Willkie has not been too adroit 


{ 


in handling the regular wing of 
the party. House Minority Leader 
Joe Martin once suggested that 
now and then Willkie come down 
to Washington for informal talks 
with members of the House. Such 
informal gatherings, Martin be- 
lieved, might be helpful in dis- 
pelling the suspicion that many 
Republicans in the House hold for 
him. Willkie never has had time 
to follow the suggestion. 
Politicians Bore Him. 

The truth is that most profes- 
sional politicians bore the big 
shaggy-maned New Yorker. He 
loves a good discussion about ideas 
or policies or almost anything 
for that matter. But the minutia 
of politics hold little or no interest 
for him. ¢ 

Furthermore, he is not a good 
listener. In any gathering he likes 
to hold the floor. Willkie would 
rather talk than eat. His fault 
has often been—and it was true 
in the ‘40 campaign—that he 
talked too much. 

Among many of the wealthy 
contributors to the G, O. P. Will- 
kie is also anathema. Like Taft 
they fear he would be a “wild 
man.” These peopie often refer 
to him as “the William Jennings 
Bryan of the Republican party.” 
They are mortally afraid of what 
he may do to hurt the party’s 


|.chances in the fall if he does not 


get the nomination. 

Edgar M. Queeny of St. Louis 
is typical of this faction. He has 
used all his influence in Missouri, 
which is considerable, to prevent 
any showing of strength for Will- 
kie. The two men have an in- 
tense dislike for each other. How 
far Queeny has actually gone in 
the national field to prevent the 
nomination from going to Willkie 
is anyone’s guess. 

Backed By J°hn W. Hanes. 

On the other hand, many men 
of wealth are still ardent Willkie- 
ites. One of his most active back- 
ers is John W. Hanes, the little 
ginger-haired North Carolinian 
who is on the board of a half 
dozen of the biggest corporations 
in the country. Despite recent re- 
ports, Hanes ig sti an active 
Willkie backer who is coming 
across with money as well as 


enthusiasm. 
Sometimes Hanes’ friends rib 


him by telling him the latest Will- 


kie joke and he, like Queen Vic- 
toria, is not amused. Hanes takes 
his candidate seriously. 

Perhaps the most concentrated 
strength for Willkie is in New 
England. There the rich and 
powerful, many of them organiza- 
tion men, openly express their 
preference for the one candidate 
who has taken a strong interna- 
tional stand. He will come to the 
Chicago convention, unless mean- 
while his candidacy is completely 
washed out, with the greater part 
of New Engiland’s delegate 
strength. The total, however, is 
not large—only 84 for the five 
states. In the recent New Hamp- 
shire primary he got eight of the 
11 delegates pledged to him, 

Two men could hardly be more 
unlike than Willkie and Gov. 
Dewey. The latter carefully cal- 
culates each move. Willkie is im- 
pulsive, warmblooded, sometimes 
indiscreet and reckless. His sins 
are al] sins of commission while 
Dewey's will always be sins of 
omission. 


| A Lot of Indiana in Him. 


Willkie has thought a great deal 
about such matters. He owns two 
big farms in Indiana and he has 
taken an active interest in their 
operation. For all his Wall Street 
and political experience, there is 
much of Indiana in him still. He 
has an intense competitiveness 
which may be one reason why he 
is a good campaigner. And he is 
not a good loser. There is nothing 
Willkie wants so much as to be 
President. 

Another type of man might have 


after the defeat of 1940. Willkie 
went to Britain and came all out 
for collaboration. Another man 
might have tried to erase the big 
business label that New Dealers 
tried to pin on him. Willkie took 
not only the chairmanship of 


he went on the board of Lehmann 
Brothers, New York banking 
house. 

If he makes it in June at Chi- 
cago, it will be in his own way 
and largely by his own efforts. 
And the same goes for the election 
in the fall.

PROF. RALPH F. FUCHS NAMED 


TO SOLICITOR GENERAL STAFF 


Prof. Ralph F. Fuchs, on leave 
from Washington University, has; 


been appointed to the staff of the 
United States Solicitor General, 
the Justice Department announced 
yesterday in Washington. 

Prof. Fuchs, who recently has 
been executive secretary of the 
board of legal examiners in the 
Justice Department, is a grad- 
uate of Washington University. He 
served on the Missouri Uniform 
State Laws Commission and later 
in the war transactions unit of 
the Justice Department, 

In September, 1941, he was 
granted a leave of absence as 
professor of law at Washington 
University to join the export and 
import licensing division of the 
Economic Defense Board in Wash- 
ington, | 


made. Wendell Willkie advanced 
it forcefully in the speech referred 
to. As matters now stand, he 
pointed out, dividends. are taxed 
in the hands of the corporation 
and again in the hands of the in- 
dividuals to whom they are dis- 
tributed. Interest payable on 
bonds, on the other hand, is a 
deductible item in the corpor- 
ation income statement. The ef- 
fect of this arrangement is to en- 
courage fixed-debt financing, and 
such financing, said Willkie, “has 
evil results because it tends to 


‘build up a large debt. structure 


which greatly aggravates depres- 
sions and increases the danger of 
bankruptcy; also it discourages 
new venture capital.” 
Eccles’ Argument, 

Precisely the same argument is 
made by Marriner S, Eccles, chair- 
man of the Board of Governors 
of the Federal Reserve System, 
whose ideas on taxation have often 
run counter to those of business. 

Eccles says that incentive tax- 
ation is no panacea, and that too 
often the argument for it “de- 
velops into an argument for re- 
duced taxes for everybody.” Since 
the Federal postwar budget in all 
probability will be well over 20 
billion dollars annually—as Willkie 
also stated—wholesale tax reduc- 
tions “are out ofthe question if 
we are to maintain a balanced 


budget, and such tax reductions 


as we can afford must be applied 
in a way that will contribute 
most to the maintenance of em- 
ployment.” There,is already, says 
Eccles, a considerable tax incen- 
tive to some business concerns in 
the provision of a postwar credit 
of 10 per cent of the excess profits 
tax 


But, says Eccles—and here he 
falls into line with prevailing 
business thought—the effect of 
taxes On many small enterprises 
and on the establishment of new 
enterprises is another matter and 
— to be given special consider- 
ation. j 


Double Taxation. 


Eccles describes the double tax- 
ation of dividends as “perhaps the 
most important tax deterrent” and 
points to the same “harmful re- 
sults” as those cited by Willkie. 

“Because of the existing situa- 
tion,” says the Federal Reserve 


chairman, “investors are reluctant 


to supply equity funds, particular- 
ly to small and new enterprises 
which are more risky than the 
larger, well-established enterprises. 
The personal income taxes upon 
dividends, particularly when sub- 
ject to the higher surtaxes, are an 
inducement to stockholders with 
large incomes, who influence cor- 
poration policies, to prevent dis- 
tribution .of corporate earnings. 
This situation is likely to be detri- 
mental to the maintenance of em- 
ployment because corporations are 
thus led to retain earnings beyond 
what is needed and, therefore, they 
are not returned to the spending 
stream. 

“Equity investment and the dis- 
tribution of corporate earnings 
would be greatly encouraged by 
adopting a plan somewhat similar 
to the British method of dealing 
with dividend income.” 

The British have a standard tax 
of 50 per cent (exclusive of their 
supertaxes) on income. When a 
corporation declares a dividend it 
withholds, for the Government, 50 
per cent of the dividend, the tax 
in such a case being regarded as 
a tax not on the corporation but 
on the individual. When the in- 
dividual makes his return he de- 
ducts from his tax the amount 
withheld by the corporation. 

Double taxation such as ours is 
thus averted—and this in a sys- 
tem noted for the heavy hand it 
lays on the taxpayer.

they professed little interest in 
it. They .d learned of its ex- 
istence, they said, from -pamph- 
lets dropped by Soviet airmen. 
“Yes,” one said, “ we read them 
and then passed them along to 
our officers.” 

They were more careful in their 
comments about the Kharkov and 
Krasnodar trials in which Ger-, 
man prisoners and Soviet traitors 
were sentenced to death and exe- 
cuted for crimes against the civil) 
populace, They hesitated before 
answering, then hastened to add) 
that they had not part in those) 
atrocities. 

All said the Germans now spoke 
chiefly of revenge against Eng- 
land for its bombings. One as- 
serted that Germans were asking 
themselves the difference between 
thunder and lightning, and re- 
venge. ‘One hears thunder, sees 
lightning, but hears or sees noth- 
ing of promised retribution, he 
said. 


The Men Themselves. 


Here, briefly, are the portraits 
of these men: 

Joseph Bartholdus, 42-year-old 
Essen house-painter, was captured 
March 10 near Teplak, when the 
Thirteenth Wacht Company—The 
German equivalent of home guard 
—was surrounded near an air- 
drome they were guarding. He re- 
plied so slowly and so obliquely 
to questions that the Russian of- 
ficer burst out, “You have thrown 
down your physical weapons, but 
you are not:morally disarmed.” 

Bartholdus was on leave in De- 
cember, he finally said, and ad- 
mitted cautiously that Essen had 
suffered very much and that the 
future would be black if the Ger- 
man retreat from the Ukraine 
continued, 

Paul Pilz, 35-year-old Thuringian 
shoemaker who took an ambu- 
lance course early in 1940 and 
joined a medical unit in May, 
served in France practicing land-. 
ings near Dieppe until he was re- 
called to put roofs back in Jena, 
Kiel and Hamburg. Called up 
for service again, early in 1941, 
he was sent to Russia, 

In Kharkov, as a medical work- 
er for the ill-fated Sixth German 
Army, he met a Ukrainian woman. 
whose husband was working for 
the German police. They became 
the closest of friends. The hus- 
band died before a firing squad. 
The woman went to work with 
Pilz’s unit and retreated across 
the Ukraine to the base at Uman. 
Then, last December, Pilz sudden- 
ly was ordered to get a rifle and 
join the fighting troops. He de- 
serted and hid in a basement un- 
til the Red Army came. 


“If the Germans had won the 


~ The most 


war,” he commented sadly, “they 
could have married Ukrainians 
and settled down among the 
Ukraine’s riches.” | 

He liberally cursed his wife, 
who headed the Nazi Frauenschaft 
in her village and insisted that 
he himself had always been a so- 
cialist. 

“Out off papier mache,” was the 
bitter comment of a Soviet officer. 
One of Tougher Stuff. 

Kurt Stark, 26, from Untersen, 
near Hamburg, was of tougher 
stuff. In airforce uniform, with 
the red flashes of the flak service, 
he had entered the Army in 1939, 
following two years in the Arbeits- 
dienst (labor front) and served 
with a battery in Hamburg, which 
he admitted had been heavily 
damaged. For almost a year now 
he has been in the Soviet Union. 
He candidly admitted the Ukraine 
was destroyed “so that the Rus- 
sian enemy would not be 
strengthened,” but a moment later 
denied having seen a single civili- 
an killed. He thought the Rus- 
sians might halt at the border 
and “leave a little of the war for 
the English and Americans.”

and Duesseldorf, and had been in 
the Army since the summer of 
1939. He was in Russia for a 
year. He admitted he knew of the 
atrocities but calmly remarked,

He said 
Hitler was not a German and 
therefore was willing to sacrifice 
German blood, » 


interesting feature 
was his story of Remshaid, after 
a single heavy bombing attack. 
His family home was destroyed, 
and so was his own. They had 
no gas for two months and no 
stove for a longer period. His 
relatives now write that it is un- 
safe to go into the streets at any 
time. It was Willi who said he 
thought that for the time being 
Germany could. not carry on an- 
other European war. 


Austrians Outspoken. 


The Austrians were much more 
outspoken both in criticism of 
the S. S. and in their general as- 
sertion of dislike for the Ger- 
mans. One was a 22-year-old 
peasant youth from Steiermark, 
whose father had been arrested 
as a follower of former Chancel- 
lor Schuschnigg and _ released 
when. his neighbors guaranteed 
his future conduct. The second 
was a 24-year-old former mechanic 
from Vienna. 

Both were Roman Catholics, 
both said Hitler already had done 
much to destroy their church and 
was prepared to end its existence 
completely if the Germans won 
the war. They agreed that feel- 
ing in Austria was steadily rising, 
especially against bomb refugees, 
who were crowding Austrian vil- 
lages and getting preferential 
treatment, 

The Vienna youth, Anton Naber, 
knew of the Moscow declaration 


about an independent Austria of | 


the future, but took an apathetic 
view of the Austrians’ chance of 
contributing anything to its liber- 
ation. The other, Stefan Kreuzer, 
knew nothing about it, he said. 
He asked eagerly about its terms 
and said, “Gott sei dank,” when 
they were outlined. 

Both presented advanced sam- 
ples of political illiteracy that the 
“New Order” has imposed on all 
Europe and seemed to have no 
comprehension of the war or their 
part in it. One was in the trans- 
port section of a flak battery; the 
other had fought in the Caucasus 
to May of last year, when his 
brother was killed at Voroshilov- 
grad, and he, as the only surviv- 
ing son, had been transferred to 
less exposed duties in a supply 
column. 

Forthright Czechs. 

The Czechs won immediate re- 

spect with their forthright an- 


All had been forcidly 
mobilized, had worked in Austria 
and then briefly in Poland, and 
for two years in the Soviet Union 
for the German firm of Edmund 
Emge. 

They were paid 70 rubles daily 
for 10 hours’ work and got no 
holidays at all, but were compelled 
to return 35 rubles daily for hous- 
ing and meals. In addition, 300 
rubles monthly were sent home to 
their familles, but this amounted 
to only 30 marks. For three suc- 
cessive months, in Kharkov, they 
were cheated out of their wages 
entirely. Two Nazi officials sub- 
sequently were jailed, but the 
losses never were made good, 

They received one hot meal 
daily, with slightly more than two 
pounds of bread to be divided 
among three workers, but they 
lived in hope. One of the Pp 
had a tiny radio. In the cellar of 
his billet the three comraces 
listened daily to London and Mos- 
cow broadcasts. Thrilled by the 
exploits of the Czech Brigade here, 
they determined to join its ranks. 

Two days before the Nazis left 
Uman, they learned of the order 
to retreat and with the aid of a 
Ukrainian woman hid themselves 
until the Red Army arrived, 

Two Deserters. 

Rumanians were a mixture. One, 
22-year-old Vasily Zuzak, was of 
Ukrainian origin. He spoke heated- 
ly about the treatment of minor- 
ities at the hands of the Ruman- 
ians and their Nazi high officers, 
The second was Fedor Immescu, 
also 22, a former Bucharest taxi- 
cab driver who deserted his unit 
on the Don banks in November, 
1942, was caught and jailed and 
then sent to a labor battalion be- 
fore he had served out his sen- 
tence, 

The third was Ivan Khriste, 23, 
a carpenter from the vicinity of 
Ploesti, who deserted in Bucha- 
rest, was jailed and then also 
was recruited for a labor Corps. 

Khriste explained candidly that 
he did not want to fight because 
he did not want to die. He suc- 
ceeded in deserting again last 
February, in Vinnitsa, and re- 
mained hidden until the Red Army 
arrived. 

Immescu naively suggested that 
King Carol should be permitted 
to return “and Mme. Lupescu, too, 
if she wants,” because he had had 
good food, money and a job when 
Carol was on the throne. Zuzak 
eagerly insisted that Bessarabia 
should remain Soviet and said, “I 


do not care what happens to Ru- 
'mania.” 

All agreed there would be rev- 
olution now if the Rumanian sok 
diers were at home instead of in 


the Army.

Dark-bearded and nondescript, 
they huddle in the lobby of the 
Met, or on the sidewalk in front, 
waiting for the Boss Man of the 
claque to slip them free tickets, 
Then they pile:in, and how intent- 
ly they listen! Personally, I go to 
sleep, no matter what the opera 
is, But they’re marvelously alert, 
so they can begin exploding their 
hands together just as ;the last 
note of the client’s aria dies, 
There are two favored ways to applaud—"spread ‘eagle,” with the 


fingers spread wide apart, and four-fingers-against-the-palm. 


At “The Marriage of Figaro,” acting as a self-appointed un- 
official member of the claque, I hammered my hands as hard as 
I could but couldn’t make anything like the racket that was pro- 
duced by the temporary conductor of the claque, a nice, quiet 
little Greek fellow who says his name is Nick Clappas. (Clappas 
leads the clapping. ... I fear we have something here.)

@ BACK ALONG THE WALL in the Standee Section he stood, 
tense, so as to be a second or two ahead of everybody else in ap- 
plauding. <A fat little claquer in his crew applauded energetically 
walking up and down, for Bidu Sayao, the pretty Brazilian girl, 
then got into his overshoes which he’d left in a corner; put on 
his coat, which had been draped over the rail, and—although the 
opera wasn’t yet over—went up to Conductor Nick and said: 


_ “Hokay?” 


" Nick waved him good night. 
“He’s a-done, so why not?” Nick was heard to say. 
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@ I'M JUST TRYING to be educational while giving you my daily 
dose of good literature and I hope the Met doesn’t again deny 
there is a claque. Those fellows are such sincere lovers of the 
Met they should be acknowledged. Grace Moore recently told 
me—and said I could quote her—‘“The claque is an undeniable 
fact, and don’t let anybody kid you that it isn’t. They all use it. 
It’s necessary to have them, because applause at the right time 
meaus so much to an artist.” Her Spanish husband, Valentin Parera, 
said, “You pay $30 to beg$n the applause and if you want an extra 
bravo, that costs $10 more. If you pay $10 more, you get more bravos.”

Around the artists’ agencies they all tell you the Boss 
Man of the claque in the past has been Jack Bennett of The 
Bronx and they will give you a phone number for him, which 
they have on file. At present he’s touring with another opera 
company. The Met is very whimsical about him. Recently 
when I asked for him by phone, a voice said, “You mean the 
man who’s got charge of the claque?” On a later call, a voice 
snapped, “Never heard of him! Bang!” She hung tp. 
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@ THESE GRAVE, EARNEST little claquers—I never saw any 
of them smiling much—are as fond of the opera as the people who 
stand in line an hour for the $1.65 standing room tickets. Re- 
cently I got into that: line, stayed in it 25 minutes, and worked 
my way almost around to the box office. Just then a cop came 
up and, with great good cheer, said, “No more standing room.” 
So we all went home. Naturally, that increased my passion for 
the opera. Two nights later when the box office was to open 
at 8 I was there at 7, and found probably 80 people ahead of 
me. Now what can,you do for an hour standing in line? I read 
the evening papers—and that was 5 seconds gone. I recited all 
the poetry I could remember from high school and college—and 
that was 5 seconds more gone. So I asked the fellow behind if 
I could go eat, and he said yes, and I did. When I got back 4 
only had another half hour to wait. 
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@ A WOMAN AND HER MOTHER came up and sneaked into 
the line right at the box office, ahead of everybody who'd been 
waiting for at least an hour, and I told her what I thought of 
her, and that took 2 minutes. Finally I was in, standing beside 
one of the claquers. He was a good, kindly-looking man. But he 
didn’t work too hard. He weuld always be ahead on the applause, 
and give 8 or 10 solid whacks, then he would quit. Then when the 
applause died, he would give 8 or 10 more solid whacks till it started 
up again. This he kept doing over and over, and that, of course, is 
the claquer’s real job. The Met should be happy to have such 
a devotee. 
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“I’m crazy about opera,” he said. “I hang around here 
like a drunken man hangs around a saloon, If I don’t see it, 
I’m licked. I never got married because I know I wouldn't 
have the money to come here. Seats? No, If I get seats, I 
be like lost.” 1 asked him if he didn’t hate to applaud some- 
body not good. “No, because no one is born perfect, see. 
We're all human beings. Maybe some day she doesn’t feel 
good, is.not in the mood. I always want to give them a break. 
You don’t have to knock them, do you?” 
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@ THE ARE CLAQUES in radio broadcasts, movie premieres, 
and in night clubs, where the waiters beat their hands till they 
get callouses . And one of the claquers last night was heard te 
remark, “That’s quite a job Sunday—at Town Hall.”

Sea Log Revealed

He wished 
to go to some remote place to think things out, appraise him- 
self in relation his great new love, and at the same time 
decide how best to d off the antagonism of Dolores’ par- 
ents. Jack was 43; ores in her twenties. Jack sailed 
away aboard “The Gypsy” upon what he termed “a quest for 
myself.” He steered a coastwise course for the southern tip 
of the Mexican peninsula of Lower California. During this sea 
voyage he began a “log,” to which he confided his innermost 
musings. Three years afterward, in 1929, he made further 
handwritten entries in the same ledger, when on a cruise on his 
own yacht, “The Mainer.” So far as is known, these two 
diaries are the only ones Jack ever wrote.

The sea log permits one to look inside Barrymore 
the man. It is perhaps the most important and authen- 
tic record of Barrymore’s emotions that we ever shall 
be given. There is no hearsay about it, no outside 
opinions, for now the witness himself takes the stand in 
his own behalf. The mood of Barrymore’s sea log is one 
of great yearning. We find in it a variety of expres- 
sion. .There are sometimes heard the childlike tones of 
a callow serenader, and suddenly again there rise up the 
passional echoings of a splendid harpist, .At times there 
come from the closely written lines such cries ag sel- 
dom are voiced except in the love letters of the immor- 
tals. 


W: : “The Sea Beast” was completed, Barrymore decided, 
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@ THE LOG IS SHOT WITH WIT and artistic observation, 
with a sportsman’s notes showing both enthusiasm and love of 
adventure; but the over-all mood is one of ecstatic yearning. 
Barrymore was alone on the sea, tired after long-lasting con- 
fusions, yet enraptured. He wanted to take an invoice of him- 
self and his destiny. The first section of the handwritten log 
contains the voyager’s thoughts and fancies from Sunday, 
December 27, 1925, to Jahuary 19, 1926. Dolores saw him off on 
“The Gypsy” at late evening from the Wilmington breakwater. 
He stood atthe stern rail holding Clementine, the small 
monkey, in one arm, and waving good-by with the other. 
Blaney, the valet, was below deck, stowing his employer's per- 
sonal belongings. That night was fair with an off-shore 
breeze and a bright moon, , 
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@ BARRYMORE PROMISED HIMSELF not to drink any 
hard liquor while on this voyage. He apparently wanted to 
have a clear head for his ponderings. He swiftly returned 
to his old-time activity of muscle and of brain. The sea 
cleansed him of the past. On the first three pages of his sea 
log are to be found Barrymore’s pen-and-ink sketches of the 
skipper and the crew members, with the captions: “Cap,” 
“Mac,” “Harold,” “Bill,” and “Bruno.” A small sketch of a cat 
accompanies the first entry in the log. The cat, it ig obvious 
from the text, was his symbol for Dolores. He had various 


nicknames for her, such as “Small Cat,” “Catkiwee,;” “Winkie,” 
In it, he referred 


and “Egg.” At night he labored on the log. 
often to Dolores, called her “Winkie.” He wrote long letters, 
too, to his beloved. Clementine, the monkey, watched these 
peculiar reactions of her master with solemn interest.

“The Gypsy” slipped southward along the coast, 
heading for the southern tip of the Mexican peninsula 
of Lower California. Night found Jack sleeping peace- 
fully for the first time in many months. He seemed to 
draw the new breath of life. The poetic side of his 
nature came to the fore as worries fell away. He wrote 
beautifully of his surroundings in the ship’s log.

pass the four deep-fat fryers (po- 
tatoes, fish, chops by the ton) and 
come to the seven heavy duty 
ranges, hotel size, after which 
come six ovens which stand six 
feet high,-each with the top and 
bottom compartment, in any one 
of which you could bake a calf. 
There are two mechanical] potato 
peelers and the electric mixer 
looks more like something out of 
a locomotive works, 


They have 16 cold storage rooms, 
each of which opens into both the 
kitchen and, on the other side, the 
store room, ‘which runs the length 
of the kitchen, divided by the 
storage rooms. As a matter of 
fact there are 17 cold storage 
rooms, but number 17 deserves a 
mention of its own, It’s the gar- 
bage cold storage room. No, not 
to preserve the garbage. Just to 
prevent odor, decay and contami- 
nation before the garbage can be 
disposed of. 
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HE pastry cooks have six bake 

ovens for their pastries, rolls 

and cakes, They aren't baking 
many of their own pies as yet, 
Head Chef Ed Schwankhaus ex- 
Plained to us.

When these gargantuan quanti- 
ties of food are done, they are 
quickly packed into containers 
called air-voids which look a little 
like milk cans and are similar in 
principle to thermos jugs. In the 
meantime a fleet of eight inclosed 
Army trucks has backed up to the 
loading dock of. building 105G and 
they are champing at the bit as 
the cans of food are loaded into 


the spotlessly clean, white enam-— 


eled interiors. As soon as they are 
loaded, the trucks are off like 
race horses from the barrier, hust- 
ling their loads to the cafeterias 
where the food is removed from 
the air-voids to the steam tables 
in time for the rush of hungry 
war workers. 


Each cafeteria has its own aux- 
lliary kitchen where they prepare 
salads, some desserts, coffeé, soft 
drinks and other such items. 
When the cafeteria opens for 
business the customer finds him- 
self confronted with a choice of, 
always, three entrees, potatoes, 
two vegetables, no less than a 
dozen kinds of salad, pies, cakes, 
puddings and ice cream, choice of 
drinks — anything, in fact, he 
would find in the average down- 
town cafeteria. The average check 
runs around 30 cents, 

Meal times for the three shifts 
are at 11:30 a. m., 7:30 p. m. and 
2:80 a. m. Each period is an hour 


re For instance, they’re grad- 
ually persuading the customers to 
eat potatoes boiled in their 
jackets, which is about as nutri- 
tious a way as you can cook a 
potato. They wouldn’t even look 
at them at first, but they’re grad- 
ually coming around.

HEN the nutritionists went to 

work they found diet condi- 

tions pretty bad. Less than 20 
per cent were selecting, of their 
own free will, what might be 
called a balanced diet. The experts 
winced at the trays of meat, pota- 
toes, beans and bang And the wom- 
en, they discovered, were as bad as 
the men. But more and more the 
meat and potato boys are passing 
up an extra starch for a salad 
and the hearts of the nutritionists 
are gladdened thereby. 

The heartiest eaters are the day 
shift and the poorest appetites 
are those of the swing shift, who 
eat from 2:30 to 4 in the morn- 
ing. Few of them have ever dore 
night work before, and the re- 
versal of their normal routines 
affects their appetites. They seem 
to want things like hamburgers 
and cokes, instead of the nice hot 
meat and vegetables which have 
been prepared for them. Also an 
important factor in appetites is 
the weather. On a beautiful day 
the food looks beautiful. When 
the weather is disagreeable, so are 
the workers and nothing looks 
good to them,

Makers 


Impressions of 


the Symphony 


By 
Arthur W. Hepner 


Thomas B. Sherman, music critic, is 
on a brief vacation in New York. 
Arthur W. Hepner of the Post-Dis- 
patch staff, who has assisted Sher- 
man this winter in reviewing local 
concerts, writes his impressions on 
@ season by the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra. 


N 15 years of concert-going, I 
| have heard most of the major 

symphony orchestras in this 
country, principally the “big 
three” on the Eastern seaboard— 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
Philadelphia Orchestra and New 
York Philharmonic-Symphony Or- 
chestra. It was with a certain 
sense of curious anticipation that 
I came to St. Louls this year and 
for the first time heard the or- 
chestra under Mr, Golschmann. 


I would not hesitate for a mo- 
ment to say that, with the excep- 
tion of the “big three,” the orches- 
tra here makes music as engag- 
ingly and sensitively as any other 
in the land, That Mr, Golschmann 
has a fine sense of ensemble and 
sympathy for the art of orches- 
tral music is indisputable; that 
the ensemble ig composed mainly 
of orchestral musicians who can 
stand on a footing with colleagues 
elsewhere, likewise. The string 
section, to lay special stress, per- 
forms with an assurance, supple- 
ness and tonal purity that gives 
the conductor a firm base upon 
which to work. 
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OF COURSE, THIS observation 
does not lose sight of certain ele- 
ments of dead wood in the orches- 
-tra. You find them everywhere, 
except perhaps in the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra. It was Artur 
Rodzinski's imination of the 
dead wood in the New York Phil- 
harmonic Symphony Orchestra 
last spring which brought down 
the tempest of the instrumental- 
ists’ gods. Orchestra players are 
no longer a dime a dozen, and we 
cannot help but hope Mr. Golsch- 
mann wil] find able replacements 
for some of the dead wood when 
enapeing the orchestra players for 
n year, 

During the winter, I had occa- 
sion to call attention to the re- 
laxed quality of the orchestra in 
an article on how Mr. Golschmann 
rehearses the ensemble. That qual- 
ity is always evident, but one won- 
ders whether it is a wholly desir- 
‘able asset. At times, it would 
seem to get into the way of a 
bold and epic interpretation, espe- 
cially when the ensemble’s tonal 
productive capacities are already 
‘limited by its smaller numbers. 
Often, the readings lacked bite 
and the dynamic drive which 
Mitropoulos—not very popular here 
—or Koussevitzky gives to music. 
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It is a matter of personal 
taste, doubtiess, as to which Is 
preferable in performance, in- 
tensity or relaxation. The ques- 
tion is whether intensity can be 
achieved without creating an 
impression of forcing with a 
small ensemble. I think it can 
and there were occasions on 
which Mr. Golschmann demon- 
strated this. And these perform 
ances — such as the supremely 
beautiful reading of Vaughn) 
Williams’ Fantasia on a Theme 
by Thomas Tallis—were far su- 
perior to anything elsa heard 
during the season. 
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TWO FACTORS, however, left 
big question marks, The first is 
tempo. Like Koussevitzky, another 
exponent of the French tempera- 
ment and style, Mr. Golschmann 
yields metronomic literalness to 
inspiration. He will takée a phrase 
as he feels it rather than strictly 
as written. While this is often in 
excellent taste, sometimes it 
achieves an unhappy result, nota- 
bly in music of the eighteenth and 
early nineteenth centuries. Again, 
Mr. Golschmann frequently feels 
the overall tempo somewhat more 
accelerated than several would 
like it. But by and large, the 
deviations have not been suffi- 
ciently recurrent to make for seri- 
ous blemishes on the local orches- 
tral escutcheon. 

The other factor is repertoire. 
Mr. Sherman gave a thorough and 
well-taken analysis of the modern 
music played this winter in this 
space last Sunday. I should like 
to say that my own disappoint- 
ment was that there was no Schu- 
mann, no Sibelius, no Bruckner, 
no Mahler and so little Beethoven, 
Debussy and Stravinsky performed 
this season.

MR. GOLSCHMANN WAS han- 

dicapped obviously by limitations 
among the wind sections, both in 
numbers and in the shortcomings 
of certain players. A single Haydn 
symphony, two of Beethoven's 
nine, two works by Bach can 
hardly be ascribed to this, how- 
ever, 
Naturally, Mr. Golschmann 
played most of what he could do 
best—Brahmns, Tschaikowsky, and 
the contemporaries. It is regret- 
table that he did not do a Shosta- 
kovitch symphony this year be- 
cause he gave a superb perform- 
ance of the Fifth with the New 
York Philharmonic Symphoriy Or- 
chestra over the radio last fall. 

On the whole, the season was a 
pleasant introduction to another 


orchestra and, while nothing can | 


be perfect, it was enough to make 
me look forward to next season 
plus, I hope, many more to come.

Pineapple Upside Down Cake By Meta Given 


REWAR pineapple upside down 
P cake is a déssert that most of 
| us can indulge in only now 
and then because of the high point 
value of canned pineapple. But 
we can have: it oftener if we use 
fresh pineapple. Making it with 


fresh pineapple is a bit more dif- 
ficult because preparing the pine-' 


apple is more work than opening 
a tin can. But when one learns 
the trick, it is an interesting chore. 
One of ‘the easiest ways, we 
think, is to twist the clump of 
spiny leaves off first Then cut 
pineapple into inch crosswise 
slices. Then with a sharp knife, 
remove as thin peeling as possible, 
finally digging out the “eye’’ with 
the point of the knife. Cut in 
wedges away from the core, or use 
the center of a doughnut cutter 
to cut the core out, leaving a 
doughnut-shaped piece. Then pro- 
ceed to cook until tenden There 
are many delicious ways of using 
the remaining, uncooked pineapple. 
Cut it fine and add very little 
sugar to draw ‘out the juice. 
Chilled, this is a most gratifying 
dessert, 


Pineapple Upside Down Cake. 

One-fourth cup margarine, three 
slices fresh pineapple (cut three- 
eighths inch thick), two table- 
‘spoons water, two-thirds cup 
brown sugar, two tablespoons all- 
| purpose flour, one-eighth teaspoon 
salt, : 
Melt margarine in a niné-inch 
skillet. Cut each: pineapple slice 
into eighths, removing core. _Add 
‘pineapple wedges and water to 


margarine. Cover and simmer for 
10-minutes until pineapple is par- 
tially cooked. Blend brown sugar, 
flour and salt—add to pineapple 
mixture and bring to a boil. 


Cake Batter. 

One-half cup flour, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one-half. teaspoon 
baking powder, two eggs, separat- 
ed; three tablespoons cold water, 
one-half cup sugar, one-half tea- 
spoon vanilla, one-fourth teaspoon 
cream of tartar.

Blood Transfusion on an Italian Beach 


N IMPORTANT factor in the low mortality from 
wounds suffered by American soldiers in this 
war has been the battlefield use of blood plas- 

ma collected by the Red Cross. It is common practice 
for the badly wounded soldier to receive a transfu- 
sion of the shock-preventing plasma before he is 
moved from the place where he fell. Members of the 
Medical Corps, not physicians but men — sig 
trained in the technique of this work, carry the plas- 
ma to him and administer it, using an improvised © 


standard to elevate the — or merely holding 
it aloft as shown in the photograph above. A unit o 
dried plasma contains 600 ¢ ic centimeters and al 
or part of it may be given in a transfusion. It is 
packed in a sturdy can, and in another can is a bottle 
of sterile water. The water is poured into the plasma 
and dissolves it in about a miinute. The resulting 
liquid is then set flowing by gravity through a tube 
and hollow needle into a vein. It represents two pints 
of blood. The time required for the soldier to absorb

a full unit varies from about 30 minutes to 50. After 
the wounded man is taken to a first-aid station he 
may receive another transfusion. No matching o 
hiood types is necessary for these transfusions, an 
the dried plasma can be kept in usable condition for 
an indefinite time without refrigeration. Blood plas- 
ma is the fluid part,of blood—the part remaining after 
the red and white cells have been removed. Dried 
plasma is obtained by freezing and then desiccating 


the blood plasma.
